ſuperadded ; and to mark the particulars in d 
which this fever differs from the biliqus fevers, 
and atrabilious fevers, already mentioned. 
The yellow morbid lentor, as has been ſaid, 
is more thin and acrid, and conſequently the 
fever is more ſmart; the pulſe is more quick 
and more full: if the diſeaſe is exaſperated 
by heating drugs or acrid diet, it ſooner be- 
| comes miliary and malignant ; it properly 
treated, it is ſooner carried off; becauſe thin 
matter is more moveable than thick; and if 
the groſſer parts are carried off by the com- 
mon ſewer of the bowels, the thinner and 
more acrid will paſs finally by the ſkin 
and kidnies gradually, as they are ſeparated 
from the blood, and thus ouze out of the 
habit on or before the twenty-firſt day. 
The breathing is always clear in the 
yellow bilious fever, and the cough which 
Vo.

Of the Peripneumonia notha, 


attends it, is no eſſential part of the diſeaſe, 
nor ever requires any particular attention, 
but always goes off by the common treat- 
ment, with the other ſymptoms. The pain 
in the head alſo, although pretty acute in 
the beginning, ſoon ſubſides after the third 
purge, and 1s not attended with that degree 
of fulneſs or repletion in the head, which 
prevents the patients from moving their 
body, and is one of the pathognomonic 
ſymptoms of the atrabilious fever in the 
peripneumonic habits. 

After a ſingle bleeding, vomiting, and 
proper purging for a certain number of 
days, according to the degree of the fever 


and habit of the ſick, the yellow bilious fe- 


ver comes to coCtion and criſis by kindly 


perſpiration during the night ſeaſon, and 
finiſhes in a few days afterwards; whereas 
this ſpecies of atrabilious fever, after the 
{ſame bleeding, vomiting, and purging, 
comes to a peculiar ſpecies of coction and 
criſis, viz. a ſpitting of groſs matter from 
the lungs; which frequently laſts forty 
days, according to the obſervation of Hip- 
pocrates, before the lungs are purged, and 
the whole habit depurated. 

The true atrabilious fever then, when 
complicated with peripneumony, has every 
ſymptom already mentioned 1n the yellow 
bilious fever; to which is ſuperadded, firſt, 
A remarkable ſmallneſs and ſoftneſs of He 

pulie ; 
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pulſe : ſecondly, A degree of repletion in 
the head, which endangers an apoplexy on 
violent or quick motion: Thirdly, a diffi- 
culty of breathing, and frequently a wheez- 
ing noiſe in reſpiration, peculiar to this 
fever, and ſeldom accompanied with any 
acute or ſeated pain: fourthly, Then comes 
on a dry, hard, tearing cough : and, fifthly, 
An expectoration of tough phlegm, at firſt 
ropy and white, but at laſt ſoft and yellow, 
as often as the principal part of the criſis 
comes by the lungs. 

Theſe are the five pathognomonic ſymp- 
toms of this fever, which diſtinguiſh it from 
every other diſeaſe. I have looked over 
the ancients for it in vain; ] ſuppoſe their 
manner of living, and the climates of Ara- 
bia and Greece did not favour it ; however, 
they could not help obſerving in general, 
% Obeſi plerumque, acutis morbis, cum diſſi- 
* cultate ſpirandi, ſtrangulantur; ſubitoque

and trace the natural riſe and progreſs of dhe, in ori- 


this complaint, as the ſureſt means to form — 


a juſt idea of it. In the high and $46 pap 

parts of Europe, it 1s ſcarcely formed ; 

the hot climates never: but it is Frequent 

in Normandy, Flanders, Holland, Britain, 

and Ireland ; where the paſture-lands are

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rich, cattle and poultry highly fed, where 
the people indulge in eating fat and butter, 
and drink fermented liquors, or debauch in 
ſpirits. Sydenham thought that brandy 
was the ſole cauſe of it; and therefore 


propoſed, that it ſhould be abſolutely pro- 


hibited except among the ſurgeons, and 
there confined to external application only. 
We meet every day with people who 
pant and wheeze, with a bloated face, yel- 
low, prominent eyes, ſhort-neck, big-belly, 
flow ſoft pulſe, cool hand, fair ſkin, and 
good appetite, without any ſign of ſpaſm, 
tickling pain or cough, but a perpetual 
oppreſſion on the breath, if they but walk 
2 little, and a frequent, vain endeavour to 
bring up a tough, inſipid pituite, that 
ſeems to ſtuff every gland. In general, 
theſe perſons take little exerciſe, eat a great 
deal of animal food, fat and butter; their 
meat is plainly roaſted or boiled; or rather 
half roaſted or half boiled; they drink 
nothing but fermented hquors, except a 
httle tea morning and evening, and take 
a reaſonable quantity of ſleep : they are 
warm in bed, but hardly ever ſweat, be- 
cauſe the veſſels are prefled by the fat in 
the cellular membrane, and the ſkin is di- 
ſtended; ſo that nothing can eſcape eaſily 
that way; but a thin volatile exhalation, 
while all the groſs oils are retained, and 
perhaps united with, and coagulated by 
the 
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the auſtere acid of their drink, which alſo 
abounds in all animal fat, particularly 
that called tallow. This union is not only 
known to all our chymiſts, but alſo to our 
tallow-chandlers, who convert the thinner 
fat to dry tallow by the help of mineral 
acids. 

In hot climates, where the ſkin is much 


relaxed, and the juices greatly exalted, this tha, not fre 


can hardly be the caſe; nor indeed 1s the 
meat ſo loaded with fat; and their ripe 
fruit yields a more ſoapy acid: but in our 
country and climate, an oily, viſcid lentor 
may eaſily be contracted, and frequently 
continue for a long time, without any ſigns 
of much acrid or active principles, and 
men frequently die ſuddenly of a perip- 
neumona notha, after eating a hearty din- 
ner, without any appearance of a former 
indiſpoſition *.

* Theſe are the people who are moſt liable to ſud- 
den death, and one ſpecies of apoplexy ; as Sydenham 
has obſerved of peripneumonic habits; and give riſe 
to what has been called Facies Apoplectica. 

The writers of ſyſtems have divided the apoplexy 
into three kinds; iſt, The cephalica, ariſing from great 
diſtention or rupture of the blood veſſels of the brain; 
or ſome compreſſion on that organ. 2dly, The 
cardiaca, ſuppoſed to proceed from dilatation, rupture, 
or obſtruction in ſome of the blood veſſels of the heart 
and pericardium, And 3dly, The ftomachica, ſaid to 
come from crude and turgid colleCtions in the ſtomach

J have had many opportunities of inſpecting the 
bodies of people who have died of apoplexies. In the 
year 1747, I ſaw one inſtance in a journeyman car- 
penter, where there ſeemed to be much blood extra- 
vaſated round the cerebellum, which ran down all along 
the medulla pixalise and this is the only inſtance I ever 
met with of the cefhalica. 

Not long after, a gentleman of Edinburgh, who 
had been many years ſubject to an uncommon pain in 
the region of the heart, which obliged him to bleed 
toties quoties; had neglected his uſual bleeding too 
long, and dropt down. dead playing on the violin. 
Being opened, part cf one of the large veſſels near the 
heart was found very thin, and a ſmall aperture in it, 
through which the blood flowed, ſo as to fill the peri- 
cardium the ſame has been ſeen from a polypus in 
theſe veſſels. 
| It is evident therefore, that there are ſuch apoplexies 
f | as the cephalica and cardiaca. But by far the greater 
i number of ſuch as | have inſpected, did not appear to 
{8 have died from theſe cauſes; for, upon the moſt ſtrict 
| examination, the morbid appearances were no other 
| 
|

| than great diſtention of the ſtomach and bowels z and 
| that diſtention of the veins which is common in all 
ſubjects who die without loſs of blood or being much 
reduced : Theſe ſeem to have periſhed in the firſt ri- 
| gor of a fever ſuperinduced in a conſtitution ſuch as is 
j here deicribed : where Nature being greatly oppreſſed 
1 | by repletion and obſtruction, the relaxed veſſels were 
| unable to perform their functions, and the party died 
before the fever was able to develope itſelf. 

According to this idea one that dies in the cold fit 
of an ague, peripneumonia notha, or cauſus bilioſus, may 
be ſaid to die apopleQic ; which can hardly happen in 
a true cauſus inflammatorius, becauſe this always pre- 
ſuppoſes elaſtic ſolids, and ſtrong vital powers. ** 

I 
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quences of which, ſuch a reformation of 
regimen 1s neceſſary as few people will 
conform 


if there ſhould be a great degree of plethora ad wires, 
the rigor may be ſo conſiderable as to bring on an 
apoplexy, and the perſon may periſh in the cold fit or 
firſt acceſs of a fever of the inflammatory kind. 

To explain this matter I will give a ſhort account 
of a few caſes, out of a great number, by which it 
will appear, that many people, who are ſuddenly de- 
prived of ſenſe and motion, die for want of proper 
aſſiſtance in the firſt attack of a common fever: and 
that the means frequently uſed to reſtore them, may 
often prevent their recovery, 

Some years ago, in the month of July, I happened 
to be at a gentleman's houſe in Hertfordſhire ; a ſer- 
vant came in a great hurry to tell me that the coach- 
man had dropt down dead in the ſtable; I ran to the 
place, and there I ſaw a ſtout, luſty, young man in 
a true apoplexy: his pulſe beat about 40 in a minute, 
very ſoft and large; his breathing was deep, and the 
expiration ſo long, that each ſeemed his laſt: his 
hands and face were cold; his mouth remained either 
open or ſhut, as it was placed; his eyes were open; 
and the pupils much dilated: but if the eyelids were 
brought over the balls they remained cloſed ; inſo- 
much that one eye might be ſhut nearly, and the other 
left more open than is natural. He had ſtript off his 
coat and waiſtcoat, and undone his ſhirt collar, be- 
tore. 

Here then was a true apoplexy, to cure which I 
opened a vein, which bled freely without any liga- 
ture : at firſt I thought the pulſe mended ; but after 
the loſs of eight ounces, I perceived the pulſe rather 
more ſoft ; upon which I tied up the arm. 

I then felt about his ſtomach and belly, which were 
very greatly diſtended, and wiſhed that I might be able 
to make him vomit; with this intention I puſhed a 


feather down his throat; and preſently there came up

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conform to, till by an interrupted perſpi- 
ration, or ſome other accident, the lentor

ſome wind and froth ; ſoon after he began to reach, 

and pulled away my hand with a force which I could 
not reſiſt : I made the ſervants hold him faſt, while I 
continued to irritate the pharynx with the feather ; 
after ſome efforts, he brought up a prodigious quan- 
tity of frothy pblegm ; when he had emptied his ſto- 
mach, he began to look about, and complained of a 
moſt violent pain in the right temple and all that ſide 
of the head and face. I then ordered him a ſtrong 
doſe of ſalts and manna, and he was quite well the 
next day. 

Upon enguiry, I was informed, that this young man 
had been hard at work, and had heated himſelf very 
much ; in this ſituation he had gone down into 2 cold 
cellar, where he drank a quantity of new ſmall beer, 
and was juſt returned to his work when he dropt 
down. 

This apoplexy then may be called vera flomachica, 
and could not have been removed by bleeding, bliſters, 
cauterics, volatiles, nor alcalies. I have ſeen ſome- 
thing of the ſame kind frequently in the cold fit of 
quartan agues; when the patient ſeemed reduced to 
the laſt extremity, a reaching and even vomiting has 
come on, which foon abated the degree of the rigor. 

Talking of this caſe to my worthy friend Doctor 


_ Armſtrong, he told me, That once when at dinner in 


a tavern at Greenwich, the landlord came running 
into the room, and enquired if there was ever a ſur- 
2 in the company to bleed a man who had dropt 
own apoplectic at the bar: the good doctor, with his 
uſual humanity, ran down ſtairs, and found an exte- 
nuated old man ſuddenly deprived of ſenſe and mo- 
tion; he opened his mouth, and got down a glaſs of 
brandy by ſlow degrees: the conſequence was, that 
the man belched up a great deal of wind, and ſoon 
recovered, 
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{5 rendered more acrid; a degree of fever 
then comes on, with a degree of cold, hor- 
ror, 


recovered. Here then was a caſe in which bleeding 
might have been detrimental. 255 

In the beginning of February 1772, during the 
atrabilious conſtitution, when the winter fever and 
peripneumonia notha were quite epidemic, I was called 
to ſce a lady aged about 40. I was told that ſhe had 
been very delicate, and ſubject to nervous complaints 
that within two years ſhe was become remarkably 
luſty. Upon examination, I ſaw the pupils of both 
eyes violently dilated, but the eyeballs quite yellow; 
her extremities were cold, and pulſe about 38 in a 
minute, ſoft and very ſmall ; the breathing was very 
ſlow, weak, and irregular; juſt as ſhe was dropping 
from her chair, ſhe complained of a ſudden pain in her 
right temple. 

Before I ſaw her ſhe had loft about fix or ſeven 
ounces of blood, which was of a very yellow colour, 
and not ſizy: volatiles and ſtimulants had been tried 
to no purpoſe. I endeavoured to make her vomit with 
a feather, and ſucceeded in ſome degree; every time 
ſhe reached, the pulſe mended ; I then got down a 
ſtrong vomit by degrees; had her put into bed, and 
directed a clyſter to be injected very warm; and blad- 
ders filled with hot water to be laid all round her in 
G 

Although I conſidered this apoplexy to be no other 
than the rigor and firſt acceſs of the epidemic fever; 
and foretold the hot ſkin, quick pulſe, and foul tongue, 
which were to follow ; yet, becauſe this fever was for 
the moſt part accompanied with a fluxion of tenacious 
matter on the lungs, I directed a bliſter to be put be- 
tween the ſhoulders, and ſinapiſms to each foot, with- 
out waiting for the effect of the vomit and clytter 
both which I hoped might operate before the bliſters 
could take place,

If the vomiting or purging did not come on in an 
hour, I directed the warm clyſter to be repeated; in 
the mean time I deſired that ſhe ſhould not be fatigued 
with conſtant turning and teaſing her ; but be ſuffered 
to remain quiet, and wait fix hours for the effect of 
the medicines. 

After ſix hours I returned, and found that the vomit 
had operated twice moderately, and that ſhe had had 
one ſtool ſoon after ; the pulſe was now more ſteady, 
but ſoft, and about 70 in a minute; ſhe had recovered 
her natural warmth, and was able to ſpeak and ſwal- 
low. I then ordered a little purging draught, and 
directed thin, ſubacid liquors to be given frequently 

with a little wine. But as the heat and pulſe were ſo 
moderate, I did not remove the bliſter nor ſinapiſms. 

The next morning ſhe complained much of the pain 
in her head, and preat inclination to doze: the ſkin 
was hot; pulſe an hundred, ſoft and equal: the tongue 
was very foul, and the urine jumentoſa. I ordered the 
bliſter and ſinapiſms to be removed, and to increaſe the 
quantity of orange juice in all ber ſippings: I directed 
a purging apozem to be given regularly till a purging 
ſhould come on, and in ſhort to treat the whole com- 
plaint as a bilious fever; which had the deſired effect: 
for after the purge had operated, the pain of the head 
gradually ſubſided; and the left arm and leg, which 
at one time ſeemed paralitic, ſoon recovered their na- 
tural warmth and motion; only the pulſe remained 
more ſmall and irregular in that fide for 24 hours. 
All the ſtools were bilious for ſome days, and con- 
ſtantly gave relief, 

This caſe was evidently more bilious than inſlam- 
matory; however as the pulſe became a little tight on 
the third day, a few ounces of blood were taken away 
by cups, applied to the neck and ſhoulders, at the 
lame time that the body was kept open.

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This is the firſt ſtage of the formed fe- 
ver, and gives name to the diſeaſe; becauſe 
— 


But after the ſeaſon of the true inflammation I have 
ſeen the caſe varied conſiderably, of which I will give 
one inſtance, 

A lady, aged about 70 years, who had been liable 
when young to hæmoptyſis; but after the age of thirty 


years became very healthy, ſtrong, and luſty. About 


ſeven years ago ſhe was ſeized with an eryſipelatous 
fever, which ran ſo high as to require large and re- 
peated bleeding; after which the fever yielded to fre- 
quent gentle purges, and a cooling diet; but the 
fluxion was ſo acrid and violent on one leg as to re- 
quire the attendance of a ſurgeon for forty days : after 
which ſhe recovered her uſual health and appetite, 
Three years ago ſhe met with a good deal of vexa- 
tion, which brought on a depreſſion of ſpirits, and at 
laſt, a dangerous, atrabilious fever. After the fever 
was carried off, ſhe neglected taking her former exer- 


ciſe, and did not pay proper attention to little com- 


plaints that came now and then. | 

Playing at cards' one evening, in the month of 
March, at a friend's houſe, ſhe dropt from her chair 
in a kind of fit, and was deprived of ſenſe and motion. 
A ſurgeon was ſent for, who took away 12 ounces of 
blood; which gave ſuch immediate relief, that ſhe was 
carried home in a coach to her own houſe : I ſaw her 
firſt at night, and ſhe ſpoke to me with her uſual good 
ſenſe and good humour. 

Her ſkin was temperate, pulſe very ſlow, large and 
ſoft; her tongue was white; eyes yellow, and the 
pupils dilated ; her body was tenſe, diſtended, and 
coſtive, I ordered a cupful of purging ptiſan to be 
taken every hour till ſhe ſhould have three ſtools. 

The next morning I found that the whole ptiſan 


had operated only twice; the pulſe was become full 


and hard, and about 100 in a minute; the eyes were 


inflamed, and the head much affected; I ordered her 
e hh to 
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it does, in ſome degree, reſemble the true 
peripneumony; and in ſome people, at 
| certain 


to be blooded, and ſhe loſt 12 ounces before the pulſe 
altered: the purging ptiſan was repeated. This blood 
was yellow and very ſizy. She had ſome reſt at night 
after the operation of the purge, and ſeemed better 
the morning of the third day ; but in the evening the 
pulſe became very violent, and the fever returned; the 
bleeding was again repeated to 12 ounces, and a purg- 


ing clyſter was adminiſtered, 


Upon the fourth day the fever. ſubſided, and the 
urine was . the inflammation of the eyes 
was gone off; and ſhe ſpoke quite ſenſibly; but the 
features of the face were diſtorted and drawn towards 
the right ſide, and the whole left fide was paralitic ; 
the pulſe was about go, ſtill very large, and regular; 
but not hard: and ſhe complained of great pain in the 
hind part of the head, down the left fide of the neck, 
arm and back. | 

Upon the fifth day ſhe loſt 8 ounces of blood by 
cups on the neck and pained parts; and was again 
purged more briſkly than before, At night a bliſter 
was put to the back, and the day following ſhe be- 
gan to take the deobſtruent gums with a decoction of 
aperient roots, &c. which ſhe continued for many 
months, and recovered gradually. Now, I look upon 
this caſe to be more inflammatory than bilious. 

I have heard objections made to bleeding, becauſe of 
the old age of a patient; but without reaſon, for 
ſome old people are liable to high inflammation, and 
in ſuch caſes the rigidity of their fibres increaſes the 
diſeaſe. 

An old navy ſurgeon, who had been many years on 
the ſuperannuated liſt, was ſeized with an apoplexy, 
and was relieved by a plentiful bleeding; an high in- 
flammatory fever ſucceeded, and his life was ſaved by 


repeated bleeding and an antiphlogiſtic treatment. An 


hemiplexia remained, for which various remedies e 
tried; 
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certain ſeaſons, may require repeated bleed- 
ing; yet, if we conſider the people who 
are liable to it, the ſeaſon of the year, and 


the changeable weather at that ſeaſon, the 


ſmallneſs, and frequently ſoftneſs of the 
pulſe, the colour of the face and eyes, the 
colour of the urine and tongue, the abſence 
of thirſt, and other ſymptoms, we can hard- 
ly be at a loſs to diſtinguiſh them. 

Since the days of Sydenham, ſeveral 
gentlemen have written very well on this 
ſubje& : I have compared them together, 
and with a great number of caſes : upon 
the whole, I think Sydenham the beſt 
guide for the plain, true enumeration of 
the leading ſymptoms, and the ſpecial me- 


tried; but it was not relieved by any other means, 
than a long perſeverance in the antiphlogiſtic courſe. 
Upon the whole, there is reaſon: to believe, that 
when a perſon is ſuddenly deprived of ſenſe and mo- 
tion, there is generally a lurking fever at the bottom; 
and therefore, the moſt ſucceſsful treatment will be 
that which is beſt adapted to that particular fever : to 
diſcover the ſpecies of which, we ought to conſider 
the natural conſtitution, former ailments, occupation, 
and manner of living of the party, as well as the ſeaſon 
of the year, and the reigning epidemic conſtitution 
for the time being. 
Having thus diſcoyered the true cauſe of the attack, 
we proceed with propriety and advantage ; but unleſs 
we are capable of this diſcriminating knowledge, we 
had better do nothing, than hurry on from one thing 
to another, without knowing why or wherefore. The 
want of this diſcriminating knowledge is the true rea- 
fon why ſo few recover in ſuch caſes, 
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the winter 
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Sydenham. 
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thod of cure; by which it will appear how 
much this diſeaſe partakes of the nature of 
a bilious or atrabilious diſtemper; for the 
genus of a diſeaſe is to be learned as well 
by the manner of its termination, and the 
method to which it yields eaſily, and ac- 
cording to its own nature, as by the man- 
ner of its firſt coming on, the ſeaſon of 
the year, the ſymptoms that attend it, the 
effects of the weather, and of remedies on 
theſe ſymptoms, and the particular habits 
moſt liable to it. | 

I will therefore conſider, firſt, what 
Sydenham has ſaid of it, and then add 


| ſome remarks taken from my own obſer- 


vation. 

Sydenham divides this diſeaſe into two. 
ſorts : the firſt he calls the winter fever; 
and the ſecond is the peripneumonia notha. 

According to him, the winter fever be- 
gins in November, and continues more or 
leſs all December and January. It comes 
on with little ſigns of inflammation, and 
therefore is often quite neglected: ſome- 
times it is il]-treated by heating medicines 
and confinement in bed, which bring on 
miliary eruptions, and ſometimes even 
petechiz, although neither of theſe are by 
any means to be accounted the natural 
conſequence of the diſeaſe, When Nature 
is not interrupted, there never are ſigns of 
any malignity; and when properly aſſiſted,

it invariably gives way in the courſe of 
nine days; and all the ſymptoms are in 
number only ſeven. |

The method of cure is of the ſame nature Fever, win- 
with what he has recommended in the © © 
bilious or new fever, viz. one bleeding; 
after which he orders the purging apozem 
to be given and repeated every ſecond or 
third day, till all the ſymptoms go off, 
cooling and diluting all the time, keeping 
up all day, and refraining from animal 
food. 
Nor will this ſimple treatment ever fail; 
the bleeding is not always neceſſary, and 
an opiate after the purging ſtil] leſs ſo.

But if theſe precautions are too long

The urine is turbid, and intenſely red : 
Sixthly, The blood taken away reſem- 
bles pleuritic blood, but more yellow: 
Seventhly, He breathes quick and with 
difficulty; if he be adviſed to cough, his 
head achs as if it would burſt; for ſo 
the patient generally expreſſes himſelf: 
Eighthly, A pain of the whole breaſt ac- 
companies the diſeaſe : And, ninthly, A 
wheezing is heard by the attendants 
whenever the patient coughs, the lungs 
not being ſufficiently dilated ; ſo that the 
vital paſſages ſeem to be cloſed by the 
ſwelling ; whence the circulation is fo 
intercepted, that there are no ſigns of a 
fever, eſpecially in groſs habits; though 
this may likewiſe happen from the abun-

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« dance of the phlegmatic matter, where- 
« by the blood is ſo ſurcharged, that it can- 
not riſe to a perfect ebullition.“ 

To theſe ſymptoms he might have add- pengneu- 

ed, tenthly, The eyes are prominent and , add. 
yellow coloured: eleventhly, The belly, for tonal f- 
the moſt part, is big, hard and coſtive; 
ſometimes there are frequent inclinations to 
go to ſtool; but the diſcharge is inconſider- 
able: twelfthly, The blind piles are very 
common, with an itching round the anus : 
And, thirteenthly, There are clammy ſweats 
in the beginning, which do not relieve if 
promoted ; but the nightly perſpiration in 
bed towards the concluſion, and after the 
firſt paſſages are properly cleared, gives 
conſiderable relief: For, fourteenthly, This 
fever alſo remits in the ſame way as the 
bilious fever does; and terminates ſome- 
times by an intermittent.

Thus the ſame bleeding, and even the 
purging, which were of ſuch fingularf 
ſervice in the beginning, would now be- 
come highly detrimental, inaſmuch asf 
bleeding flops expectoration, and purging 
retards it; after the ſpitting, therefore, 
takes place, we muſt not bleed, even iſ 
the pulſe ſhould riſe ever ſo much; nor 
muſt we do any more by purging remedies, 


than perhaps to keep the body regular by 
a ſeaſonable clyſter, pro re nata : but our 


whole attention muſt be to the degree and 


quality of the matter expectorated; that is 
to forward it by little, gentle, frequent 
pukes; to render it fluid when too tenacious 
by dilution; warm ſteams taken down by 
reſpiration, ſo as to foment the lungs ; and 
all the medicines that are called detergent 
for the lungs, ſuch as ſquills, antimonaals, 
honey, and oxymel; vinegar whey, c. are 
proper, not forgetting bliſters, which are of 
more ſervice in this than in any other fe- 
ver, when applied at a proper period of the 
diſeaſe, to attenuate the morbid lentor, and 

promote the expectoration of it. 
By ſuch means the ſpitting may be kept 
up to the proper degree, and by it a criſis 
obtained 
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obtained on or before the fourteenth day, 
ſooner or later, according to the idioſincraſy, 
and other circumſtances of the ſick, obſerv- 
ing carefully two things: firſt, The more 
yellow and thin the expectorated matter 
is, the more acid and purging are required; 
and, on the contrary, in all caſes where 
acids are indicated, animal food is perni- 
cious, or, at leaſt, not indicated, and bread, 
barley, or rice gruel, with honey, vinegar, 
and a little wine, will ſupport the ſtrength 
better than fiſh or fleſh meats; but when 
the matter becomes white and concocted, 
then broths may be granted; and ſo by 
degrees the victuals and drink may be 
mended gradually, as the diſeaſe ſubſides; 
and the body ſuffered to become more 
coſtive. 

But, ſecondly, We muſt not forget, that Peripnev- 
as a certain degree of expectoration is cha, ragt. 
required, and as this intention muſt be! en. 
promoted to a certain degree, both by di- 
luents, attenuants, ſtimulants, ſtupes, bliſt- 
ers, pukes, and warm liquors; ſo it is very 
poſſible to carry this regimen and courſe of 
medicine too far ; and conſequently bring 
on an expectoration of erude matter; which 
error I have frequently ſeen : the effect is 
this, a new fever comes on, with freſh ſymp- 
toms of crudity; and the ſpitting, although 
in great quantity, does not ſeem to empty 
the lungs; four ounces of concocted matter,

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in the courſe of twenty-four hours, will 
relieve the breathing more than any quan- 
tity of ſuch thin crude phlegm can do. 

It is therefore highly neceſſary, thaty 
as ſoon as the foregoing medicines | hard 
had the deſired effect, we forbear perſiſt 
ing in them, unleſs they ſhould again be 
required; and that we content ourſelvey 
with ſimple warm diluents, and ſoft pedo 
rals, ſo long as the matter continues of : 
proper colour, conſiſtency, and quantity 
waiting patiently till Nature has had tim 
to perform her work, now happily begun 
This very material part of the cure is t( 
be conducted chiefly by varying the drink 
and diet, according to the degree of thi 
tenacity or fluidity of the expeQtoratel 
matter; and for this purpoſe, linctuſſes an 
Ju'eps muſt be contrived pro re natd 

ence it plainly follows, that the ſam 

draught, linctus or julep, that were necelf 

ſary, and did ſervice in the beginning 

muſt generally do miſchief towards the en 

of this diſeaſe, and vice verſa; and thi 
ſame is true both of victuals and drink.

very much to be dreaded: to prevent 
which, in ſuch an emergency, as far as 
art has hitherto diſcovered, the following 
method muſt be proſecuted without loſs of 
time. 

Let ſome blood be taken away, and a Peripneu- 
large bliſter put to the back, then let the da, how te 
kermes mineral, and the oxymel of ſquills, gsa 
be given frequently to keep up a conſtant von. 
nauſea, and little puking between whiles: 
let vinegar-whey well ſweetened with ho- 
ney, be uſed for common drink, and the 
lungs frequently ſtuped by drawing down 
the ſteams of warm water or oxycrate: let 
theſe remedies be perſiſted in till the ex- 
pectoration returns, and then diminiſhed 
gradually, according to the caſe, till they 
are no longer required, as has been already 
ſaid.

The dread of catching cold in this fever © 
often prevents 1gnorant people from the be- 

nefit they might otherwiſe receive from ſit- 

ting up all day in fevers; they conſtantly 

expect relief from the ſweat which ineffec- 
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tually flows from their head and breaſt on 
ſuch occaſions; but J hope, by degrees, theſe 
prejudices will be removed, and people will 
learn to believe, that no ſweat does great 
good before coction; and that in all fevers 
of partial criſis, no ſweat does ſo much 
good as that which comes ſpontaneouſly in 
the night ſeaſon, during the hours that 
the patient was accuſtomed to be in bed 
when in his uſual ſtate of health. This 
ſweating, or rather plentiful perſpiration, 
is indeed ſalutary in this, as in moſt 
other fevers; particularly towards the con- 
cluſion. 

When this fever has been treated pro- 
perly from the beginning, and till the atra- 


 gularcourſe, bilious lentor is in a great meaſure con- 


cocted and expelled, if there ſhould come 
on a ſpecies of cold and rigor at the be- 
ginning of the exacerbation, followed by 
a conſiderable increaſe of heat, and ſome- 
thing of a critical ſweat towards morning; 
if this paroxyſm returns every day, and 
ſometimes every other day, then the per- 
ſpiration, or even ſweats that ſucceed, are 
of ſervice; for although they may dimi- 
niſh the quantity of the phlegm ; yet they 
mend the colour and conſiſtency of the ex- 
pectorated matter; the breathing becomes 
more eaſy; the pulſe ſoft, full, and ſlow; 
the appetite for food increaſes, and the ſleep

During the ſeaſon of the putrid conk- 
ray i 2% tution, or even while the bile is thin 
proper acids and yellow, one of a bilious habit may 
venture on auſtere acids and unripe fruit; 
ſuch as our gooſeberry tarts, and the 
like; but after September he ought to 
prefer the ripe, ſoapy, melting fruits, or 
the . preſerved fruits, and not the hard, 
rough, unripe plums, quinces, and med- 
lers: theſe are to be reſerved for powerful 
antiſeptic medicines; and are, therefore, 
improper for common diet. Our ſweet 
roots and greens, peaches, and even me- 
lons, will anſwer better, if taken with

1 SHALL now draw, into a more com- 
prehenſive view, an account of the 
ſeveral diſeaſes which are produced by, and 
partake of the reigning conſtitutions which 
ſucceed each other in the circle of the year, 
their various complications with each other, 
and the different intentions of cure. This 
is the more neceſlary, as I am conſcious 
that, in the ſituation in which I wrote, I 
could not keep ſo ſtrictly to method, as 
might be expected; and was obliged to 
have recourſe to frequent digreſſions. I was 
unwilling, that ſome obſervations, which 
J had great reaſon to think of importance, 
ſhould he dormant in my own mind, till 
I could reduce them into a ſyſtem ; which, 
however, may, perhaps, hereafter be done: 
I therefore committed them to writing as 
they occurred, during the ſhort and inter- 
rupted intervals of buſineſs; and I have 
now laid them before the public from the 
ſame motives. If my little work ſhall be 
found to contain uſeful knowledge, I am 
not very ſolicitous about the manner in 
which it 1s conveyed, For the oo

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able repetitions in this recapitulation, I 
ſhall make no apology. | 


All fevers are, for ſome days, preceded rerers in 
by ſeveral little complaints, which were call- 3 


ed by the Greek phyſicians Pobepa, which 
Celſus tranſlates terrentza morbi, the har- 
bingers of the fever. Theſe are ſucceeded 
by a degree of rigor, which 1s the begin- 
ning of the fated fever, and marks the firſt 
day of it in the journal, The quick pulſe, 
dry mouth, hot ſkin, and other febrile 
ſymptoms follow : theſe increaſe gradually 
for ſome days, and at length get into a re- 
gular train; ſo that ſomething of the ſame 
ſort happens every day nearly at the ſame 
hour, for ſome days, without any ſenſible 
alteration. During this period, much miſ- 
chief is done by ignorant people, who, 
not conſidering that Nature is at work to 
digeſt the morbid matter, and prepare it 
for expulſion, are very officious by heat- 
ing at one time, cooling at another ; now 
raiſing the fever too high, then lowering 
it too much; running firſt one way and 
then another, like a perſon in a labyrinth, 
impelled by a blind defire to get out, with- 
out knowing the right tract. When Na- 
ture has had ſufficient time to prepare the 
matter for expulſion, and to expel the 
greater part of it, all or moſt of the ſymp- 
toms ſubſide gradually, till the diſeaſe de- 


lerves the name of a fever no longer; but

ſtill ſome complaints. remain, which are 
the conſequences of the fever, or in com- 
mon language, the dregs of it : here, again, 
ignorant people are over-officious, by pro- 
curing ſuch violent evacuations as reduce 
the natural powers, and retard the perfect 
recovery. 

Every fever may be divided into the fol- 
lowing periods : the harbingers, the begin- 
ning, the increaſe, the ſtate, the decline, 
and the conſequence : and each of theſe 
may have different degrees, both of vio- 
lence and duration, according to the na- 
ture of the fever; for each ſpccies of fever 
has a nature peculiar to itſelf, in conſe- 
quence of which, it goes through its pe- 
riods with greater or leſs velocity than 
others: it is therefore neceſſary to acquire 
a particular knowledge of each ſpecies, ſo as 
to diſtinguiſh the fever in queſtion from all 


others, and to determine the duration of 
its periods. a 


matter, I have divided all fevers into two 
claſſes: the firſt I call common fevers; be- 
cauſe they happen regularly every year, 
and ſeem to be the natural production of 
this chmate, and of the manner in which 
we have lived for at leaſt theſe laſt twenty 
years. The ſecond I call uncommon or 
peſtilential fevers; becauſe they are not 
the conſtant and. natural production of our

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climate, but are either of foreign import- 
ation, or the neceſſary conſequence of ſome 
extraordinary combination, and produced 
in a goal-or hoſpital, by bad water, bad 

roviſions, or ſome other cauſe, co-operat- 


ing with the climate, and uſual manner of 
life.

Theſe fevers are generally contagious fever com- 


malignant by bad treatment. In each of the 
common fevers there is a great variety of 
ſymptoms ariſing from the variety of ſeaſons 
and weather; from idioſincraſy, and other 
circumſtances of the ſick. Theſe various 
ſymptoms have given riſe to the great va- 
riety of names by which fevers have been 
diſtinguiſhed ; for, after all my reading, 
and all my experience, I think the com- 
mon fevers may be reduced to ſeven ſpe- 
cies, claſſes, or conſtitutions ; and as they 
ariſe from the ſeaſon of the year, muſt at- 
fect many at the ſame time, conſequently be 
epidemic, viz. The inflammatory, catarrh- 
ous, humoral, putrid, bilious, atrabilious, 
and intermittent.

As ulcers are frequently formed in or 
near vital organs, whole functions they 

may deſtroy, it is better to prevent this 
formation of phlegmons, and, early in the 
diſeaſe, to evacuate the offending matter, 
by the open orifice of the vein, (as Syden- 
ham calls it) without waiting for coction 
and expulſion ; of the ſucceſs of which 
pe #24 I have ſeen numberleſs in- 
ſtances. 

This fever may be produced in vigorous, 
healthy people, young or old, at any ſea- 
ſon of the year, particularly in high and 
dry countries, where the people live much 
on bread and vegetables; but it is moſt 
frequent in this city, from Chriſtmas to the 
month of June incluſive ; that 1s, after 
the winter cold has ſubſiſted long enough 
to brace the ſolids and condenſe the fluids 
of our bodies; and therefore, the moſt 
genuine inflammations, as well as the moſt 

; violent, 
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violent, happen in the months of Febru— 
ary and March; particularly if the baro- 
meter is high, and the wind blows from 
any point between north-weſt and eaſt ; 
conſequently, all fevers of what ſpecies ſo- 
ever, which happen between Chriſtmas and 
June, will be complicated with inflam- 
mation more or leſs, according to the idio- 


ſincraſy, and other circumſtances, and will 


require an antiphlogiſtic treatment 1n pro- 
portion. Hence we find, that the ca- 
tarrhous fever, and the humoral fever, 
both happening during theſe five months, 
are partly inflammatory, and yield, in a 
great meaſure, to the antiphlogiſtic regi- 
men; nay, are ſometimes cured by it, 


and always exaſperated by an oppoſite 


treatment. 
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2. The humoral fever, or Hnochus non Fever hu. 


moral, or 


putris of the ancients, which Sydenham ſynochus 


calls the moſt frequent of all fevers, the dn evtis 


great fever of Nature, or the depuratory 
tever, may happen at different ſeaſons of 
the year in ſome particular conſtitutions ; 
but we do not meet with it often till the 
day lengthens conſiderably, and the ſpring 
or vegetation is far advanced. Beſides the 
inflammation which this fever has in com- 
mon with the former fever, there is a 
fluxion of tough phlegm, which Nature 
depoſites upon the ſtomach and bowels at 
this ſeaſon, which muſt be evacuated ; ſo 
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that after the inflammatory part of the] 
complaint is partly conquered by bleeding 
and cooling diet, the matter contained in] 
the ſtomach and bowels muſt be evacuated Þ 
as often as the ſymptoms of turgidity in 
either denote its exiſtence, | 

This will often remove the whole ail- 


ment; but ſometimes part of the morbid : 


matter may remain, which requires a longer 
digeſtion in the veſſels, and will not paſs 
off properly, by any other outlet than the 
ſkin. There is indeed ſcarce any of the 
common fevers, in which kindly moderate] 
{weats are, through the whole courſe, more 
beneficial ; but if theſe ſweats are promoted, 
before the ſizineſs of the blood is ſubdued, 
the inflammation will be exaſperated ; and 
if, before the turgid matter in the bowels is 
evacuated, the quantity of morbid matter 
will be attenuated and exalted ; then reab- 
ſorbed, arid mixed with the blood, ſo as toff 
bring on an irregular, dangerous, and mili-· 

ary fever, which, if the patient lives long 
enough, frequently terminates in a very bad 
kind of dyſentery. 

This fever remits almoſt from the be- 
ginning, and if properly treated, the re- 
miſſion becomes daily longer and longer 
till at laſt it comes to a real intermiſſion 
or the diſeaſe goes quite off : it therefor 
greatly reſembles ſome forts of the ſpring

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ague; and all the ſpring fluxes partake of 


its nature. 

When the fluxion of tough phlegm falls 
upon the bowels without a purging or con- 
ſiderable degree of fever, it occaſions indi- 
geſtion and obſtruction, obſtinate conſtipa- 
tion, dry belly-ach, or jaundice, according 
to the idioſincraſy of each individual: all 
theſe diſorders are very frequent at this ſea- 
ſon, and having a ſimilar cauſe with the 
fever, are cured nearly by the ſame means, 
as daily experience ſhews.

3. The other great ſpring complaint, is Fever ea- 


tarrhous 


the catarrh, or a fluxion of thin acrid rheum Shat. 


on the membrana Sneideri and lungs, at- 


tended with ſneezing, coryza, angina, and 


cough. With reſpect to this fever alſo, 
two things are to be conſidered; firſt, The 
degree of inflammation, and then the 
quantity and acrimony of the fluxion : 
this fever ſeldom happens before Chriſt- 


mas, moſt commonly in February, and 


gives riſe to the true conſumption, or 
phthiſis of the lungs; it is of a tedious 
nature, and frequently laſts to the end of 
June: during its courſe, it is ſometimes 
complicated with the humoral fever, and 
reheved by the ſame vomits and purges 


neceſſary for that fever; but when ſingle, 


it has its natural criſis, chiefly by expeCto- 
ration : nor does it require repeated vomits 
and purges, except there ſhould be evident

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ſigns of turgid matter in the ſtomach or 


bowels. 
But the fluxion of morbid matter upon 
the membrana Sncideri, which happens in 


this fever, is not a true phlegmon that 


diſcharges pus; but rather reſembles a 
phlegmonoides, which diſcharges a thin, 
acrid lymph ; for which reaſon, perhaps, it 
has been found in ſome degree malignant 
and contagious to young people. 

When a true peripneumony comes, after 
coction, to a plentiful ſpitting, the fever ſub- 
des every day, and the patient ſpits a thick, 
white, laudable pus, plain or ſtreaked with 
blood, like that from the burſting of an im- 
poſthume; but in the catarrh, after frequent 
blecding, and a cooling regimen, there 
comes on a vaſt diſcharge from the lungs 
and fauces, of a clea ar, acrid pituite, fretting 
and tickling wherever it touches, and the 
quickneſs of the pulſe continues, notwith- 
ſtanding the great diſcharge from the parts 
affected; ſo that acrimony ſeems to have a 
conſiderable ſhare in this fever, and there- 
tore many of thoſe who are moſt ſubject to 
it, are allo ſubject to heats, pimples, and 
tetters upon the ſkin, previous to the pul- 
monary complaint, and the return of thele 
cruptions is a ſign of recovery; many 


have brought on a catarrh by endenvam 


to remove them. And here let me obſerve, 
that if a ſpring eryſipclas in a young per- 
ſon 


Recapitulatioii, 
ſon be repelled, a catatrh will alſo probably 
follow ; whereas a dyſentery, for the molt 
part, will be the conſequence of repelling 
an eryſipelas in harveſt, 

To conduct the catarrh; during the 
violence of the inflammation, beſides the 
common evacuations, the moſt thin diet is 
required; ſuch as the juice of ripe fruit, 
barley-water, infuſions of bread, of apples; 
and the like; but when the hardneſs of the 
pulſe is abated, ſoft food, of the more 
nouriſhing kind, ſucceeds better; ſuch as 
cucumbers, lettice, all kinds of ſeeds, grain; 
bread, ſweet roots, dry fruits, tennet- 
whey, and butter-milk. I have ſometimes 
thought, that the bad practice, which does 
ſo much miſchief in this diſeaſe, was owing 
to a notion, that it was of the ſame nature 
with the peripncumonia notha of the month 
of November; or rather with that cough 


and fever which Sydenham calls the win- 
ter fever; 
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Ignorant people having obſerved the Fever ca-

plaints, have expected a like effect from fem che s-

much ſurpriſed to find, that, by a ſingle 
bliſter unſeaſonably applied, which they 
thought at leaſt an innocent remedy, they 
had exaſperated both the inflammation and 
acrimony, to ſuch a degree, as to render 
the catarrh almoſt incurable. But if theſe

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diſeaſes are compared, they ſoon appear to 
have oppoſite cauſes. 

The peripneumona notha is the diſeaſe of 
groſs and bloated habits, after forty years 
of age, ſucceeds the bilious conſtitution, 
is complicated with the humor atrabila- 
rius, and the lungs are loaded with a 
tough, viſcid, cold phlegm, without much 
inflammation ; whereas the catarrh is the 
diſeaſe of young, plethoric habits, under 
thirty years of age, ſucceeding the inflam- 
matory conſtitution, and complicated with 
it, the membrana Sneideri being inflamed 
as with an eryſipelas, and diſcharging a 
thin, acrid lymph; ſo that every inciſive 
medicine, which does good in the one, 
muſt do miſchief in the other. 

Catarchou After many days, a digeſtion is perform- 
purating Ed in the veſſels, as appears by the change 
ae. in the urine; and the pus thus formed, is 
diſcharged by the common emunccories, 

and the expectoration of concocted matter; 

but if, inſtead of this, a large impoſthume 

is formed on the lungs, and the pus is 

there depoſited; or, if many ſmall phleg- 

mons, called tubercles, are formed on 

their internal ſurface, then the complaint 
changes its appearance, and an hectie fe- 

ver is the conſequence, which is attended 

with peculiar ſymptoms: firſt, Of the 
vomica tecta, well known and deſcribed by 
authors: And, ſecondly, Of a real open 

ulcer, 
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ulcer, diſcharging pus, and difficult to be 
healed; owing partly to the ſtructure of 
the lungs, partly to the perpetual motion, 
and continual contact with the open air, 
to which that part is neceſſarily expoſed: 

hence ariſes the great difficulty, and almoſt 
impoſſibility of curing this diſeaſe in that 


ſtage. 

But in moſt caſes, when things are pro- Catarrhous 
perly conducted, coction and crifis gradu- > me 
ally come on, and the whole diſeaſe is“ 
totally conquered by the month of July, 
leaving only a weakneſs and relaxation of 
the compages of the lungs : this conſe- 
quence of the diſeaſe is curable only by the 
ſame air, exerciſe, diet, and medicines, 
which are found to be moſt effectual in the 
fibris debilis et- laxa, wiz. a dry, light 
air, riding on horſeback, dry nouriſhing 
diet of the antifeptic kind; chalybeate 
waters, bark, and cold bathing : all which 
ought to be perſiſted in during the months 
of Auguſt, September, October, Novem- 
ber, and December, and ſo on to the end 
of the catarrhous conſtitution ; it being 
neceſſary to uſe all poſſible means to harden 
the conſtitution, without producing a ple- 
thora ; for without theſe precautions, re- 
lapſes are, for the moſt part, certain in 

| young people, and in our climate, as ſoon 
as the catarrhous conſtitution returns. But 
though ſtrengthening remedies become ne- 
ceſſary 
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ceſſary when the fever is totally ſubdued, to 
prevent relapſes, it muſt ever be remem- 
bered, that during the fever, they are per- 
nicious, and that the air of Holland will 
then be more ſalutary than the air of Mont- 
pelier; but the moſt certain method I have 
yet been able to diſcover for preventing a 
relapſe in this dangerous diſeaſe, is a reſi- 
dence in the Weſt-India iſlands till the 
patient paſſes the age of twenty-five years. 
Putrid ca- 4. Theſe three conſtitutions, the inflam- 
cauſe of it, matory, humoral, and catarrhous, and 
the complications of them, include all the 
common diſtempers of the ſpring ſeaſon: 
but after the ſummer is ſo far advanced as 


to have its full effect on the body; the 


ſolids are relaxed, the ſalts and oils are ex- 


alted, ſome of the more fluid parts of the 
blood are exhaled, and the remainder be- 
comes more liable to that ſtate, which the 
ancients called putrid; the ſerum of the 
blood becomes more yellow, the urine 
more loaded, the mouth more foul, and 
the pulſe ſmaller: the ſecretion by the ſkin 
is more copious, the body is more coſtive, 
the deſire of drink increaſes, and the appe- 
tite for ſold food diminiſhes ; people be- 
come more languid and indolent, and are 
apt to loiter in bed in the morning. 

Hence ariſes a train of diſeaſes, wholly 
different from the former; they are of a 
more putrid kind, not at all inflamma- 
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tory in their own nature; and are preceded 
by the following ſymptoms: A propenſity Putri fever;

to ſweat upon the leaſt motion, rank breath i. 


before eating, a foul mouth in the morn- 


ing, a diſcharge of yellowiſh loaded urine, 
flight flying pains, and wind 1n the bowels, 
followed by little, fœtid, acrid ſtools. 

Theſe are the harbingers of that fever 
which the ancients called /ynochus putris, 
or typhus, the TuPÞwong up of Hippo- 
crates, which Sydenham calls the variolous 
fever ; becauſe he obſerved, that the con- 
ſtitution which produced it, promoted and 
exaſperated the ſmall-pox. 

This is the only fever which we ought?. 


to diſtinguiſh by the name of putrid ; the ue. 


words putrid fever, of late years, have had 
no definite idea afhxed to them; but are 
uſed to expreſs every ill- conditioned fever, 
of what ſpecies ſoever it may be. If a 
ſtrong, healthy, plethoric young perſon is 
infected with an angina maligna in the month 
of February, he is ſaid to have the putrid 
fore throat, though the angina maligna in 
ſuch a perſon, and at ſuch a ſeaſon, is ra- 
ther inflammatory than putrid: this miſ- 
take of terms muſt, of neceſſity, produce 
fatal errors in practice. 

It is indeed true, that the plague, the 
ſmall-pox, and the malignant angina, are 
greatly promoted and exaſperated by the 
putrid conſtitution ; and that each of them

is more contagious, and more malignant, at 
the ſeaſon of the year when it prevails, 
than at any other; conſequently, they 
ſeem to partake of the nature of this con- 
ſtitution: but it is alſo true, that each of 
theſe diſeaſes is frequently met with during 
the inflammatory conſtitution, and that 
they muſt not then be conſidered wholly as 
putrid diſeaſes, but treated in a manner 
ſomewhat different from that which would 
be proper in the dog-days, and under the 
influence of the conſtitution which pro-] 
duces the /ynochus putris, or true putrid 
fever. The meaſles and hooping-cough 
are inflammatory diſeaſes, and exaſperated 
by the inflammatory conſtitution ; yet 1 
have heard them called putrid. 

When theſe terrentia have continued for 
ſome days, Nature frequently relieves her- 
ſelf by a ſpontaneous diſcharge of the mor- 
bid colluvies, upwards and downwards 
but more frequently it is found neceſſary 
to procure, or at leaſt promote theſe evacu- 
ations : for the ſolids being relaxed, and 
the nerves ſluggiſh, they are often defi- 
cient for the purpoſe, and ſometimes wholly 
wanting, If no ſpontaneous diſcharge 
takes place, and theſe complaints are ne- 
glected, a fixed pain and ſpecies of cramp 
in the pit of the ſtomach comes on, with 
a very conſiderable dejection of ſpirits, 


pain in the head and loins, ſome degree 


of 
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of horror, a quick depreſſed pulſe; clammy, l 
profuſe, colliquative, ſymptomatic ſweats, 
which give no relief; and a diſcharge of 
turbid water, equally ſymptomatic and in- 
effectual. This is the true /ynochus putris, 
which is more or leſs dangerous, according 
to the manner of treating it. 

Upon a compariſon of this diſeaſe with Putridferer, 
the /ynochus non putrit, the rite, progreſs, wn ches, 
ſymptoms, and method of cure, will ap- ααt. 


pear to be greatly different. The dejection 
of ſpirits in the Hnochus non putris is not 


ſo great, the cramp and pain in the pit of 


the ſtomach are not ſo common, the pulſe 
is not ſo languid, the remiſhons are more 
perceptible, the urine is not ſo yellow, the 
tongue is not ſo foul and loaded, and the 
ſweats in the beginning are neither ſo pro- 
fuſe nor fœtid. After the firſt evacuations, 
the remiſſions are conſiderable; and when 
the proper treatment has been perſiſted in 
for the neceſſary time, the diſeaſe comes to 
coction and criſis by the ſkin all at once; or 
by repeated, regular fits, commonly at the 
end of nine, eleven, or fourteen days; but 
the /ynochus putris does not remit ſo much, 
and ſcarcely ever intermits at all; it does 
not require large and frequent bleedings, 
even if the blood ſhbuld have a buffy ap- 
pearance; becaule the diſpoſition to inflam- 
mation is now nearly conquered, in the 
ſeaſon which produces this fever; the ſerum 
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of the blood is more yellow than common, 
and the bottom of the craſſamentum is ge- 
nerally of a looſe texture, even when there 
is a buff on the top. 

Plethoric people require bleeding in the 
beginning of all fevers, to prepare the 
way for vomits and purges; but, cæteris 
paribus, they require leſs bleeding in this 
fever than moſt others: the heat of a 


fever expands the blood, particularly in 


full plethoric habits, and they bear the 
ſhock of vomits and purges better, after 
loſing a quantity of blood ſufficient to take 
off the tenſion of the veſſels. 

The Hnochus non putris ſets in like an 
inflammatory fever, and the ſigns of turgid 
matter in the ſtomach or bowels do not 
uſually appear at the very beginning; but 
in the /ynochus putris, the ſigns of turgid 
matter appear early. 

During the firſt days of the Hnochus non 
putris, the patient is generally coſtive, and 
briſk emetics and cathartics are required to 
move the phlegm, and the ſecond vomit 
generally brings up more of it than the 
firſt : but in the /ynochus putris, the matter 
is more eaſily moved; and it is not uncom- 
mon for a purging, or ſpecies of dyſen- 


tery, to accompany the fever throughout ; 
for which reaſon, Sydenham ſeems to have 


called it alſo a dyſenteric fever; but it ſtill 
required 
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required no other treatment, with this 


purging, than without. 


There 1s a ſimilar difference between the g;ring cone 
ſpring colic, and that which Sydenham calls e 
the bilious colic of the month of July and iliou. 


the dog-days; the ſpring colic, partaking 
of the nature of the /ynochus non putras, 
is partly inflammatory, and conſequently 
requires bleeding to a certain degree; and 
after ſtuping, bathing, and relaxing, briſk 
purges are neceſſary to eyacuate the viſcous 


phlegm, and to remove the obſtruction; 


whereas in the bilious colic, bleeding is 
not always neceſſary; and after proper 
ſtuping and bathing, ſoft purges are found 
ſufficient to carry off the putrid colluvies. 


A ſpring fever towards the concluſion, putriaferer, 
termination 


may require opiates and bliſters; when 
well-treated from the beginning, it fre- 
quently laſts from nine to fourteen or 
twenty-one days: a ſpring fever ill- treated 
is always tedious, and may anſwer the de- 
ſcription that hath been given of miliary 
fevers, ſlow fevers, nervous fevers, febri- 
cula, &c.; but a ſummer fever, well-treated 
from the beginning, never requires opi- 


| ates or bliſters; is frequently carried off 


in four days, and ſeldom exceeds nine : if 


ill- treated from the beginning, it eaſily be- 


comes petechial, malignant, and often fatal 

in a few days; at other times very anoma- 

lous, aphthous, and tedious.

guobu: is introduced by the cholera morbus: the 
ben purris. fever attending this conſtitution, commonly 
called the bilious fever, is the ſame with 
the new fever of Sydenham, and the Lu- 
ſanne fever of Tiſſot. This fever reſemble 
the /ynochus putris, inaſmuch as it ſeems 
to ariſe from an acrid, yellow, morbid 
matter in the blood, which cannot eaſily 
be carried off but by the bowels. There are, 
however, many particulars in which theyſi 
differ, and in which the bilious fever re- 
ſembles the Hnochus non putris; the remiſ-i 
ſions in the bilious fever are perceptible 
from the beginning; when properly treat- 
ed, theſe remiſſions become longer and} 
longer, and ſometimes terminate in a true 
intermittent. After eleven or fourteen 
days, the bilious part of the diſeaſe being 
evacuated by vomiting and repeated purg- 
ing, or corrected by proper regimen, a kind 
of coction and criſis come on by ſpontane- 
ous perſpiration during the night, in thoſe 
hours 1n which the patient was accuſtomed 
to ſleep when in health; and they are al- 
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16% ways known by the relief they give the 
U ſucceeding day; inſomuch that although 
1 ſweating in the firſt days of the fever did 
161 4 not give relief, and therefore was rather to 
i be checked than promoted, yet after eleven 
+18 or fourteen days, pro re nata, of vomiting: 
i 8 | purging 
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purging, and acids, it ought not to be 
checked; nay the diet may be made more 
reſtorative, and mineral acids and wine 
added to it, which could not be granted 
till the groſſer parts of the morbid /entor 
had been corrected, and evacuated by 
the bowels. My diaphoretic, upon ſuch 
occaſions, is commonly camphor, /prr. 
mind. mint-water, ſyrup of ſaffron, and 
calx of antimony. When the tongue has 
been quite clean, and the nights rather 
reſtleſs than burning, I have added a ſmall 
quantity of opium to the night draught, 
with ſucceſs : and this was the practice of 
Sydenham, when, after longer experience, 
he had obſerved, that neither opiates nor 
the bark ſucceeded, till after the fourteenth 
day. This perſpiration, however, muſt 
not be promoted through the day; but 
the patient muſt be taken out of bed every 
day before noon. | |

that I am at a loſs whether to call the har- 
veſt eryſipelas a bilious, or atrabilious 
diſeaſe. 

Sydenham compared the eryſipelas to 
the peſtilential fever; firſt, Becauſe it is 
ſometimes very rife : ſecondly, The nerves 
are ſtrangely affected before the eruption: 
thirdly, After bleeding, pro re nata, it 
agrees with diaphoretic treatment for forty- 
eight hours: fourthly, After which it 
yields to purging and an antiſeptic regi- 
men. It cannot, however, be called peſti- 
lential; for although it bears a treatment 
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partly ſimilar to that which agrees with ' 
the peſtilential fever, and reſembles it in g 
i- ſome of the firſt ſymptoms, yet it never is 
contagious, as far as I can obſerve. It 
NY muſt, however, be remembered, that the 
s harveſt eryſipelas differs eſſentially from

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ment, inaſmuch as that is complicated wich 
bile, and this with inflammation. 
Atra bilis ©. After the bilious fever ſubſides, 9 
many dif. toms of the atrabilious conſtitution ap- 
ren pear. Theſe diſeaſes are frequently without 
any regular fever, and in that caſe, the 
pulſe is rather more ſlow than in health, 
and below the natural ſtandard ; the ſpirit 
are dejected, the ſleep diſturbed, the belly 
flatulent and obſtructed, the tongue foul 
in the morning, but without any preter- 
natural heat or thirſt. The conſtitution 
called atrabilious is the true cauſe of the 
morbus hypochondriacus cum materia, and 
the mæſtitia ſine cauſa in men, and of ong 
ſpecies of the morbus hyſtericus in women: 
to dilute and evacuate the morbid matter of 
this conſtitution, 1s always a difhcult and 
tedious work, when neither cough, nor fe- 
ver, nor piles, nor gout, nor eruption, attend 
it; and it is eaſily exaſperated by bad 
treatment, and improper regimen. It fre- 
quently produces various eruptions on the 
{kin; ſuch as gutte roſaceæ, impetigo, berpes, 
lichen, and the like; which, if they come 
out plentifully, give ſome relief, but do 
not effect a radical cure of the diſeaſe: nor 
can they be properly cured themſelves, till 
the humor atrabilarius is attenuated, dilut- 
ed, and evacuated. When this conſtitu- 
tion is accompanied with a fever, this fever 
; 5 IS, 
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is, for the moſt part, lingering and tedious, 
even if properly and patiently conducted; 

but may prove mortal, if an attempt 1s 
made to remove the ſpaſmodic complaints 
by thoſe medicines which are called hyſte- 
ric and antiſpaſmodic : ſometimes it occa- 
ſions a colic not unlike the cholera morbus, 
or rather the bilious colic, which, becauſe 
of the frequency of its returns, is often 
imputed to ſpaſm, gall-ſtones, and the like. 
This colic is not difficult to remove, but 
cannot be radically cured, ſo as not to re- 


turn, without a long courſe of deobſtruent 
diet and medicine.

The coughs of the beginning of winter pc... 
are frequently complicated with this epi- 9952 =o 


demic conſtitution, and together produce 
the per:pneumona notha of Sydenham : this 
peripneumonia is more immediately danger- 
ous than the other atrabilious diſeaſes, but 
of ſnorter duration than many of them; 
for the exerciſe of coughing, and the diſ- 
charge of phlegm by expectoration, faci- 
litate the expulſion of the humor atrabi- 
larius, which entangled the blood and 
obſtructed the bowels. The peripneuzonia 
notha properly treated from the beginning, 
ſeldom exceeds forty days; whereas ſome 
of the other atrabitious difeafes are very 
tedious. I have known two years ſpent 
upon ſome of them before the cure has 
been complete, although the patients kept 
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ver. 


and January, in very open winters, (as was 
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to a regular courſe of deobſtruent diet and 
medicine; and ſome of them paſſed fix 
weeks, in the ſummer months, drinking 
the waters at Cheltenham, and ſix weeks 
more drinking and bathing in the ſea- 
water : at laſt, however, they all reco- 
vered. 

T have ſeen an ague | in fome, and an 
eruption of a ſpecies of herpes in others, 
forward the operation of the deobſtruent 
medicines. To theſe diſeaſes little attention 
was paid; the. ſame diet and deobſtruents 
which preceded them were continued, ex- 
cept that for the herpes, Huxham's eſſence 
of antimony was added, with drinking 
and bathing in the ſea-water; and for the 
ague, change of air and exerciſe were Ten 
commended. 

'The biene conſtitution continues 
all the months of November, December, 


the caſe in 1769, ) and being complicated 
with the inflammatory diſeaſes of that ſea- 
ſon, it renders the cure of them much 
more difficult and tedious than they com- 
monly are when the weather is froſty and 
dry: hence Sydenham obſerves, that in 
open winters, the genuine inflammations 
were not frequent before the month of 
March. The ſpecies of fever which ns 
produced by the influence of the atrabili- 
aus conſtitution, on diſeaſes of the inflam- 

| matory 
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matory kind, Sydenham has hinted at 


under the name of wainter fever; it de- 
ſerves great attention, becauſe the manner 
of treating it differs from that which is 
proper in a genuine inflammation. The 
diſtinguiſhing ſymptoms are as follow: 
in the genuine inflammations, the tongue 
is white ; the urine of a flame colour, and 
does not become muddy when cold, before 
coction begins; after the firſt rigor is 
over, the eyes ſparkle : the face is fluſhed, 
and moſt commonly the ſkin alſo; but when 
an atrabilicus diatheſis is ſuperadded, the 
tongue 1s yellowiſh and loaded ; the water 
is muddy and jumento/a in the very begin- 
ning; the countenance is embarraſſed ; the 
ſpirits dejected; and for the moſt part, there 
is a cough and wheezing. 
When the inflammation is ſingle, the Atrabilions 
a . fever diſtin 
relief from bleeding is ſudden and perma- guited from 
nent: vomits are not required, and indeed ag. 
ought not to be adminiſtered ; nor any 
other purges than ſuch as are ſoft, and do 
not irritate to a conſiderable degree; but 
when the inflammation is complicated with 
the humor atrabilarius, the bleeding gives 
preſent relief, but the ſymptoms of reple- 
tion in the head, or turgid matter in the 
bowels, foon appear, 7 9— purges, or 
perhaps vomits, before they can be removed. 
The great repletion and pain of the head, 
and ſome degree of cough, or difficulty of 
E 4 breath«= 
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breathing, indicate ſomething more than 
inflammation, if they are not greatly re- 
lieved by bleeding only. 
An atrabilious inflammatory fever of 
the flight kind, after proper bleeding, 
purging and vomiting, will frequently 
give way in a few days, if theſe evacua- 
tions have been inſtituted early; but, gene- 
rally ſpeaking, it laſts twenty-one days, if 
the degree of pulſe and heat has been con- 
tinued long enough to breed a conſiderable 
uantity of phlogiſtic lentor ; ſo that very 
95 zy blood, of the colour of foul tallow, 
portends a tedious fever. However, if the 
ſymptoms are not violent, it is better to 
wait patiently, than endeavour ſuddenly to 
ſtop its natural progreſs by any drug. I 
have frequently ſeen the attempt made, 
and the fever has always become ill-condi- 
tioned, without being ſhortened; whereas, 
when the preſſing ſymptoms were well 
attended to, and nothing violent has been 
attempted, the fever indeed has frequently 
been tedious, but the patient's recovery has 
at laſt been perfect; for, on or before the 
twenty-firſt day, the fever ſubſided, and 
nothing remained but a cough, and critical 
ſalutary expectoration of thick digeſted 
matter. This fever alſo. remits ſoon after 
the firſt evacuations, and ſometimes termi- 


Nates in an ague, which rarely happens in 
genuine inflammations ; theſe always pro- 


ceed 
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ceed to perfect coction, and come to ſome 
criſis in a ſhort time, without any conſi- 
derable, regular, laſting remiſſion, except 
what may have ariſen from evacuations 
during the crude ſtate; but the mixed 
fevers remit ſenſibly and early. 

The laſt of the common fevers is the 
ague, which ſeems to have its ſeat in the 
large bowels; we ſeldom meet with agues 
during the height of either the inflamma- 
tory, or the putrid conſtitutions ; but they 
are very frequent in ſpring, during the 
phlegmatic conſtitution, and during the 
bilious and atrabihous couſtitutions of the 
latter ſeaſon ; when the colluvies collected 
in the ſtomach and inteſtines obſtructs the 
excretions of the viſcera of the abdomen. 
The agues of the ſpring almoſt always 
give way to the month of July ; perhaps, 
becauſe the phlegm being attenuated, does 
not at that ſeaſon ſo much obſtruct thoſe 
excretions, 

The agues of the bilious conſtitution, if 
they are ſtopped before the bilious morbid 
lentor is evacuated, bring on a continual 
tever, in the ſame manner as the ſpring 
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agues, when they are ſtopped before the 
phlegm or pituite is removed: but after the 
phlegm is evacuated in ſpring, or the bili- 

ous matter in harveſt, the ague will com- 
nmonly yield to the bark, given in a Proper 
quantity between the fits. y

Recapitulation. 


The ague complicated with the humor 


atrabilarius; that is, with a morbid lentor 
of a more wilcid nature than bile ; more 
remote, and more out of the reach of eva- 
cuating medicines, requires more patience, 
and is, for that reaſon, more difficult to 
manage; for while the v/cera are thus ob- 
ſtructed, the bark and tonic medicines will 
ſeldom cure the ague; they may indeed 
ſometimes ſtop it and confirm the obſtruc- 
tion, or drive the humor atrabilarius all 
over the body, ſo as to breed various chro- 
nic diſtempers, or give that wax-like colour 


(ſo well known) to the fkin : but if theſe 


medicines ſtop the ague under ſuch cir- 
cumſtances, it is generally but for a few 
days; aftcr which, it often returns with 
double violence. In this caſe, it ſhould 
always be remembered, that the original 
cauſe of ſuch an ague, is the humor atra- 
bilarius, which always occaſions a tedious 
diſeaſe, hardly ever laſting leſs than forty 
days, and frequently many months, That 
with reſpect to the ague, nothing more 
ſhould be done than to moderate the vio- 
lence of the fits, and to ſupport the patient 
properly on the days of interval, and that 
the diet, exerciſe, and remedies ſhould be 
directed wholly to attenuate, dilute, and 
evacuate the atrabilious lentor, as if the 
ague were out of the queſtion. 


From 
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From this practice two advantages will 
ariſe; firſt, The life of the patient will 
not be endangered, in moſt caſes, even if 
the ague ſhould go on to the month of July 
following : ſecondly, When the atrabilious 
lentor has been corrected or evacuated, 
which the repeated fits of the ague will 
facilitate, the ague will probably ſtop of 
itſelf radically, and without any danger of 
a relapſe, or eaſily give way to the ſpecific 
in a ſhort time, and with propriety. _ 

A true ague is to be diſtinguiſhed from 
every other fever by two ſymptoms ; firſt, 
The frzgus, rigor, and Horror febrilis, at 
the beginning of every fit : and, ſecondly, 
An abſolute apyrexia between the fits, 
which do not happen either in the he&tica 
purulenta, nor in the diſeaſe which Boer- 
haave uſed to call the Hectica Anglicana. 

There is indeed one ſpecies of intermit- 
tent which greatly reſembles an ague, vi. 
the hemicfania, or megrim, commonly 
called an ague in the head, or rather in the 
face; a diſeaſe, which, though moſt fre- 
quent in ſpring, appears at different ſea- 
ſons; and conſequently, in ſome degree, 


requires a different method of cure. This, 


perhaps, is one reaſon why what has ſuc- 
ceeded in one caſe, has often been found 
to fail in others. A true hemicrama is 
regularly periodical, and attended by no 
other fever than that which ariſes from 
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the violence of the pain; ſo that it is eaſily 
diſtinguiſhed from other chronic, nervous, 
and hyſteric headachs, which are leſs regu- 
lar; and from ſuch pains as ariſe from an 
incongruity of the ſolid parts, and from 
ſuch as accompany continual remitting or 
intermitting fevers. 

Theſe things being well explained, it will 
be more eaſy to underſtand the hiſtory of 
the true, malignant, and contagious fevers, 


to account for the variety of ſymptoms 


obſervable in them, and to aſcertain the 
beſt manner of treating them.

MALIGNANT FEVERS. 


ITHERTO I have conſidered only 
the ſimple fevers, which ariſe, as one 

may ſay, from ſenſible cauſes, and are by 
far the moſt frequent ; nor have they any 
real malignity naturally belonging to them; 
but are as uniform and regular in their 
growth and procedure as moſt other natu- 
ral productions, ſo long as they are treated 
properly *. 
True 


It would ſeem, that every body naturally collects Fever, its 


certain humours, which, if ſuffered to remain long, 
might accumulate, or corrupt, ſo as to deſtroy the 
functions of the organs: to prevent which Nature pro- 
duces a fever, by which theſe morbid humours are 
corrected, or expelled, and perfect health reſtored. 
And indeed we find, that when the fever has been 
properly conducted, the health is mended by it : but 
if the — has been ill- treated, although the party 
may eſcape with their life, yet there remains, for the 
moſt part, a bad ſtate of health, and a chronic diſtem- 
per: and this is one cauſe of the great encreaſe of 
ſudden deaths and chronic diſeaſes in this city for of 
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The Malignant Fevers. 


True malignant fevers are not common, 
and conſequently ſome people of ſmall ex- 
perience and {lender capacities have ima- 
gined, that there is no other malignity in 
fevers, than what ariſes from bad practice; 
ſo that their whole procedure 1n all fevers, 
and in all ſtages of fevers, 1s a routine of 
bleeding, vomiting, purging, whey, vege- 
table diet, and neutral ſalts: this indeed is 
the leſſer evil, becauſe they will frequently 
be right, and it is a practice that fits the 
tevel of their ſagacity. But every man of 
extenſive practice, endued with knowlege 
and penetration, will ſoon diſcover ſymp- 
toms not natural to the common fevers ; 
but ariſing from a certain malignity in 
ſome fevers, happening at certain ſeaſons, 
in thoſe parts even of this city, where the 
people are much crouded together, and 
breath the perſpirable matter of each other; 
particularly where cleanlineſs is neglected, 
and the apartments not properly ventilated, 


veral years paſt, This ſhews the neceſſity of attend- 
ing carefully to the convaleſcent ſtate of fevers. 

The circulation of our blood alfo fabricates a ſpecies 
of volatile ſalt, which becomes very acrid, if ſuffered 
to accumulate and remain too long in the body; 
which is ſtill much encreaſed by the violent heat and 
motion of a fever. This proves the propriety of dila- 
tion in all fevers, according to the violence and nature 


of them; and the neceſſity of ſoft and antiacrid regi- 
men after the fever is ſubducd. 


* 
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If any man will carefully read Roupe on 
the febris critica, he will find the febrzs 
humoralis, complicated with a ſhip malig- 
nity, of a contagious nature: Haſennorle 
deſcribes the catarrhous fever complicated 
with a camp or hoſpital malignity : Hux- 
ham has ſeen the ſame at Plymouth, both 
in the ſhips and gaols; and all our army 
phyſicians are well acquainted with it. 

We had a remarkable inſtance here of a 
gaol fever, communicate to ſeveral people 
at the ſame inſtant in the Old Bailey, moft 


Gaol fever, 
catching, 


of whom died in a few days : the ſervants 


and attendants upon them were afterwards 
infected; but the fever was not quite fo 
deadly as the firſt; and thus it diminiſhed 


gradually, (as I was informed by a gentle- 


man at that time in full practice) till it 
quite diſappeared; ſo that ſuch as caught 
it at the third hand were hardly in any 
danger from it. | 

This however ſerves to prove, that the 
people who attend 1n theſe priſons, ſhips, 
hoſpitals, and the like, do frequently carry 
In their clothes a degree of poiſon, which 
although it does not affect them who are 
accuſtomed to it, yet is very deadly to 
ſtrangers and others, who are not daily ex- 
poſed to it“. A good deal of ſuch miaſ- 


* All poiſons are known to act leſs and leſs from 
being frequently uſed ; ſo that the conſtitution ſeems 
to become habituated to them: 


mata 
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mata adhering to the clothes of ſuch people, 
may be ſcattered about in different parts of 
this city; and the very ſame ſymptoms 
which accompanied this Newgate. fever, 
have been ſeen frequently in fevers at dif- 
ferent times by ſome experienced practi- 
tioners. Which has obliged them to the 
uſe of alexipharmics, in ſome ſuch caſes, 
with good ſucceſs; and is perhaps the rea- 
ſon why leſs diſcreet praQtitioners have 
fallen into the fatal miſtake of giving ſuch 
quantities of heating remedies in all the 
common fevers ; to the deſtruction of num- 
bers of worthy people. 

It becomes, therefore, the buſineſs of 
every phyſician to make himſelf ſo much 
maſter of fevers, as to diſtinguiſh when a 
common fever is ſimple, and when it is 
complicated with a malignant contagion; 
and then, when a malignant fever is ſimple, 
or complicated with a common fever or

a putrid fever-; but after four or five days 
the ſmall-pox appears: this was the caſe of 
a young gentleman in New Broadſtreet, the 
ſmall-pox came out in a great hurry, but 
the fever did not ſubſide as it ought ; on 
the contrary, I diſcovered by the remaining 
ſymptoms, that there was another fever 
complicated with it, and treated it accord- 


ingly; 
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ingly; by which means great miſchief was 
prevented. 

Sometimes two malignant fevers meet in 4rgine me- 
the ſame ſubject; this was the caſe of Miſs 1 
R. who was taken with the ſmall-pox 12 
but after the ſecond day of the eruption, 
all the ſymptoms of the angina maligna 
came on, and the gangrene in the fauces 
made ſuch rapid progreſs as aſtoniſhed 
every body who attended. Doctor Fother- 
gill ſaw many ſimilar caſes that ſame ſea- 
ſon; which he communicated to me during 
our attendance on this poor young lady. 

Here then ariſes an intricacy which re- 
quires great penetration to diſtinguiſh, and

In the ſhort account already given of in- 
flammation , and the nature of coction, l 
endeavoured to give an idea of malignity 
in general; a common fever 1s produced 
by a morbid lentor, capable of being altered, 
and expelled by our organs, 

If a doſe of nitre is given it has ſome 
effect upon us for a ſhort time, and then is 
expelled by urine ; yet it is ſo perfealy 
conquered and changed by our organs, that 
no great part of it can again be recovered 
out of that urine ; conſequently nitre does 
not contain any true malignity in it: it 
nitre is over-doſed, and the blood over- 
loaded with it, a diſtemper may be pro 
duced, and a greater quantity may be col- 
lected in the urine ; but that diſtempe! 
cannot be called malignant, becauſe the ori-

He moreover obſerved, that the malig- 


ant fevers of the firſt and ſecond ſort did 


frequently require bleeding, or purging, or 


both in the beginning, before the forma- 


tion of the Phlegmon; but after it was 
formed, then theſe evacuations were leſs 
proper, for fear of retarding the ſuppuration, 
(which now became the ſalutary evacuation) 
or of diſcuſſing, or reſolving the ſwellings, 
which was not without danger : but after 
the ſuppuration and diſcharge of the pus 
had ſubſiſted for a proper time, and to a 
certain degree, and in the declenſion of the 
diſeaſe, he found that purging, for the moſt 
part, became neceſſary, and ſometimes even 
bleeding: but the forcing of ſweats by vio- 
lent and hot remedies, during the days of 
ſuppuration, he conſtantly found detrimen- 
tal in both theſe claſſes of fevers. 

In the malignant fevers of the third claſs, 
particularly his peſtilential fever, he ob- 
ſerved that bleeding was frequently neceſ- 
ary in the very beginning; and clearing 
F 3 the 
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the firſt paſſages, when turgid matter 
abounded in them; after which a ſweat 
was to be promoted, even by heating re-

the gaol fever into Newgate. Secondly, It 
is required that the body ſhould be diſpoſed 
to receive the infeCtion ; for ſome people 
cannot be infected at one time, and yet are 
eaſily fo at another. Thirdly, There muſt 
alto be a particular conſtitution which pro- 
motes the growth of this ſeminium; thus 
the ſummer months, during the putrid and 
bilious epidemic conſtitutions, are found to 
propagate and exaſperate the plague, angi- 
na maligna, and ſmall-pox; whereas the 
inftammatory conſtitution ſtops the plague, 
and renders the ſmall-pox leſs virulent; 
but on the contrary it exaſperates the 
meaſles and hooping cough ; which are 
quite. ſtopt, or rendered very mild by the 
month of July and the dog-days *.

In the ſummer 1770, I ſaw one hundred people 
ill of the meaſles; ſome of them had juſt recovered 
from the hooping cough : the meaſles were very mild 
in all of them; only one required a fecond bleeding: 
all of them agreed with gentle purging, and a mild 
antiſeptic regimen : in many of them the fever was fo 
mild, and fo ſoon over, that it required a perfect 
knowledge of the diſeaſe to diſtinguiſh it from a com- 
mon rafh fever. The cough always went off ſoon 
after the fever, and did not return again. In ſome 
caſes laying in bed and encouraging a fweat brought 
on a diforder in the head; which however was ſoon 
removed by proper bleeding, purging, open air, erect 
poſture, and eating ripe fruit plentifully. _ 
| VZ. 
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viz. A chillineſs ſucceeded by heat, quick- 
neſs of the pulſe, ſickneſs at the ſtomach, 
pain in the head and loins, reſtleſſneſs, 
thirſt and anxiety: but they have one 
ſymptom peculiar to themſelves, (all except 
the meaſles and hooping cough) viz. A de- 


| jection of ſpirits, and failure of ſtrength far 


beyond what might be expected from the 
violence of the other ſymptoms, and ſhort 
duration of the fever, when not attended 
with malignity : and this is what gives the 
firſt ſuſpicion of malignity. This ſymptom 
however frequently ariſes from plethora, or 
turgid matter in the ſtomach and bowels, 
even 1n common fevers ; theſe muſt there- 
fore be examined, and removed according 
to the rules already given for conduQing 
thoſe fevers. When ſuch evacuations grve 
relief, we have reaſon to hope that there is 
no uncommon malignity : but if on the 
contrary the weakneſs and dejection in- 
creaſe, we have ſtrong reaſon to ſuſpect real 
malignity, and muſt conſider carefully what 
ſpecies of peſtilential fever rages at the 
time; for it is of great conſequence to dif- 
cover early the identical peſtilence : thus 
far they reſemble each other, but in a few 
days they betray ſome characteriſtic ſymp- 
tom, becauſe they go off in different ways;

Now, it is evident to me, that by peſti- 
lential fever here (as I have hinted elſe- 
where) Sydenham meant that malignant 
fever which preceded and ſucceeded the 
plague of 1665, and is much the ſame with 
the camp, gaol, and hoſpital fevers ; for he 
well knew that ſweating did not agree with 
the ſmall-pox, meaſles, and thoſe peſtilen- 
tial fevers of a leſs ſubtile nature, (as he 
calls them) nor with the common putrid 
fever. 

In examining the bills of mortality, long 
before 1665, we find a great number of 
people, every year, ſaid to die of the peſ- 
tilence, although the true plague laſted 


only two years: this was the peſtilential 


fever formerly mentioned, and occaſioned 
by 
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by the circumſtances of this city before 
thoſe years: it was alſo called the fweating 
fever; and the people who were ſeized with 
it, although they were at firſt relieved by 
ſweating, yet many of them periſhed at 
length by that ſweat being continued too 
long, and probably puſhed beyond the due 
bounds. 

This error was firſt corrected by Syden- 
ham, who found, that although the firſt 
ſweat relieved when carried to a certain 
degree only; yet an antiſeptic treatment 
became neceſſary afterwards: that is, when 
the moſt volatile and ſubtile part had been 
diſſipated by a ſweat, the more groſs and 
remaining part of the morbid matter could 
not be evacuated but by the bowels; at the 
ſame time that he endeavoured to correct 
the acrimony by proper drinks and juleps, 
and preſerve the texture of the blood, 
which this acrimony was in danger of diſ- 
ſolving.

It is evident that a ſudorific regimen has The ee, 


three effects; firſt, The thinner parts of 
the blood are diſſipated by the ſweat, con- 
ſequently the remainder becomes more viſ- 
cid; unleſs the ſweat. is continued fo long 
as to deſtroy the texture of it. Secondly, 
The heating regimen exalts the acrimony.

knowledge of any one of them does not 
teach the true knowledge of any other of 
them. Hence 1t 1s neceflary to conſider 
cach of them ſeparately; the manner of its 
coming on, increaſe, and going off when 
ſingle: and then how it varies when com- 
plicated with the different epidemics of cach 
ſeaſon, By theſe means, although we may 
never be able to come at the ſpecific Know- 


ledge of the ſeminium, yet we ſhall be able 


to underſtand its effects upon the body, and 


the manner by which Nature diſpoſes of it, 


ſo as to conduct it out of the body with 
certainty, and agreeable to 1ts peculiar na- 
ture. 

Now as Nature is uniform in its proce- 
dure, it is evident that each particular poj- 
fon muſt occaſion a certain train of ſymp- 
toms peculiar to itſelf; unleſs the courſe of 


Nature is interrupted by ſome other means, 


either to forward or retard 1ts operations. 
Thus the ſmall-pox naturally requires ſeven 
days in the body to produce a fever; then 


three days fever to concoct, and begin the 


expulſion or firſt eruption ; then four days 
fever to complete the eruption; and three 
days more to finiſh the maturation and dry-

ation of the ſymptoms: purple ſpots, Oc. 
Sc. come on, which have no connection 
with the ſmall-pox, but are the index of 
heat and acrimony in the common July 
fever; and therefore to be treated as if the 
{mall-pox was not there : Nature thus op- 
preſſed cannot deal by the variolous poiſon, 
as it might otherwiſe have done, and con- 
ſequently the days of eruption and matu- 
ration become uncertain; and the whole 
procedure irregular. 

But ſtill a good obferver will be able to 
diſtinguiſh the peculiar ſymptoms of the 
putrid fever, from the peculiar ſymptoms 
of the ſmall-pox throughout; and by this 
alone his practice muſt be regulated: thus 
bleeding, vomiting, purging, auſtere, or 
even mineral acids, cold liquors, Cc.

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become neceſſary; not ſo much for the 
ſmall-pox, as for the putrid fever exaſpe- 
rated by the addition of the ſmall-pox. 
There are now living in this city ſome

a certain degree, that is, as long as it af. 
forded relief, and no longer. Thus e. g. 
when a healthy perſon has been kept upon 
a proper regimen for ſix weeks, and then 
inoculated for the ſmall-pox ; after ſome 
days, certain uneaſy feelings, called the ter- 
rentia morbi, ariſe, and go off by a gentle 
perſpiration during the night, which does 
no harm; but on the contrary is ſalutary, 
and foretells a favourable ſort, as I have 
obſerved hundreds of times : but if any one 
ſhould be fo raſh as to endeavour to carry

ficult; I examined his neck and arms, but 
could perceive no petechie. . 

I ſaw him firſt on the laſt day of July, in 
the height of the putrid conſtitution ; but 
did not know whether to call it a ſynochus 


putris ill- treated, or a peſtilential fever 


contracted on board the ſhip: there were, 
however, 
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however, evident ſymptoms of malignity, 
and I therefore directed the family to 
ſprinkle a great deal of vinegar all over the 
ſtairs and apartment; to allow the two 
women who attended him ſome wine to 
drink, and to take ſeveral other precautions 
to prevent contagion. I ordered his body 
to be opened by a clyſter, to give him 
plenty of pectoral decoction, much acidu- 
lated with common oxymel ; every four 
hours to take one of the following draughts, 
and a glaſs of Rheniſh wine between every 
two draughts: in hopes of relieving the 
breathing, and raiſing the pulſe, a bliſter 
was put to the back.

The next day in dreſſing the bliſter, Mr. 
Loutit, the apothecary, obſerved ſome tu- 
mors, in number ſeven, of a dark brown 
colour, about the ſize of nutmegs, and the 
baſes were circumſcribed by a red line like 
the edges of an eſchar: theſe tumors dif- 
fered from the common vibices or phlyc- 
tene, and I expected to bring them to 
ſuppuration, by adding tincture of bark 
and alexipharmics to the draught, and in- 
creaſing the quantity of wine in the diet: 
theſe tumors, however, by degrees became 

G 4 more 
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more flat and broad, at laſt the red margin 
became purple, and he died on the 7th of 
Auguſt, being, as I ſuppoſed, the 18th day 
of the fever. 

When I conſider the manner in which this 
fever was treated in the middle of the dog- 
days, I ſhould have expected an eruption of 
purples, or petechial ſpots; but theſe tu- 
mors were different from what J had ever 
ſeen before, or have ſince; and therefore! 
call them carbuncles: however, nobody 
was infected, which, for ought I know, 
might be owing to the precautions taken 
before and after his death: but IT will ven- 
ture to ſay, that I might have had a better 
chance to conquer the malignity of this fever 
by the methods already propoſed 1 in treat- 
ing the putrid fever of July, than by the 
alexipharmics I made uſe of, from the per- 
ſuaſion of ſome peſtilential enim, which 
I endeavoured to carry off by the ſkin; 
nor did the bliſter, bark, or cordials anſwer 
any of the intentions for which they were 
applied. 

In conſidering the contagious fevers, it is 
very neceſſary to diſtinguiſh between the 
ſingle mild peſtilential, and the very mali 7 
nant or compound peſtilential fevers : for 
although every peſtilential fever has ſome 
degree of malignity in its eſſence, as con- 


taining an active principle, or power of 


aſſimilating 
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in W aſſimilating our juices to its own nature, 
of I yet the quantity ſo aſſimilated will depend 
1y WW vpon the habit, and other circumſtances of 
me fick: thus a grain of variolous matter 
is taken into the blood, aſſimilates a quantity 
p- WH of our juices ; but ſtill that: quantity will 
of be different in different ſubjets, and con- 
ſequently the whole diſeaſe more or leſs 
malignant accordingly. 

In like manner, if the matter, which r. ae 
gave riſe to a common fever, is long de-. 
tained in the body, ſo as to become highly 
acrid and active, it alſo becomes malignant, 
and acquires a power of aſſimilating our 


juices 3 after which we find it alſo becomes 
er MW contagious, although it was not ſo origi- 
t- rally. Thus the inactive pituite which 
he gives riſe to the Hnochus non putris, is, by 


means of a moderate fever, gradually ſe- 
parated from the blood, and prepared for 
expulſion; during which time the ſweat, 
and other critical diſcharges of the patient, 
are by no means contagious. But if the 
recrementitious matter is very long de- 
tained in the body, eſpecially if it is exaſ- 
perated by hot and ſpiritous regimen, it 
will at length become acrid, ſubtile, and 
active; after which, if it is reabſorbed and 
mixed with the blood, it will produce a 
miliary fever, which may be called malig- 
nant, and jn ſome degree contagious ; al-

Doctor Stork gives an exact account of: 
miliary fever in his hoſpital for ever 
month of one whole year; which, to me, 
is a proof of its being contagious in that 
hoſpital, although in general I am entirely 
of Du Haen's opinion, who has moſt ju- 
diciouſly accounted for the frequency of 
miliary fevers in words to the following 
purpole : 

The art of chemiſtry, ſo much cultivated 
in Germany, has miſled the prattitioners of 
Vienna into the fatal error of endeavour 
to cure fevers by the force of powerful 
drugs; in conſequence of which, I find tht 
common fevers frequently converted into mi- 
liary ones; the fick come into my hoſpital 
every day covered with theſe eruptions, 
which are ſo far from being critical, that 
they afford no fort of rehef ; they only ſervt 
as fins of bad practice, and ill condition 
the fever: we therefore treat the fever as 
if no ſuch eruption had appeared, and fit 
the moſt part ſucceed, It is however trut,

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It is evident that the art of chemiſtry 
can never diſcover ſuch a retnedy, becaufe 
the ſeminium is too ſubtile to admit of any 
analyſis; and until the nature of the con- 
ſtituent parts are diſcovered, how can one 
pretend to a counter-poiſon, when the poi- 
fon itſelf is not underſtood * ? And yet the 
contagious fevers are the only ones for 
which a ſpecific can exiſt: but the man 
who can pretend to a ſpecific for what [ 


underſtand one of them; or be the moſt 
impudent impoſtor on earth. Why then 
are ſome ſpecifics ſo cried up? The reaſon 
is plain: 

Moſt fevers are thoſe which I call the 
common fevers, the natural conſequence of 
the change of ſeaſon, diet, &c.; for the 
moſt part they are not dangerous; and al- 
though ſome few cannot be conquered even 
by art, yet many of them will go off with- 
out much medical aſſiſtance; and ſome 
people affected with them will eſcape with 
their lives, in ſpite of bad practice; al 


* Hence it appears to me, that preparing people for 
receiving the ſmall-pox requires ſome ſkill in medicine; 
and that frequent, ſtrong, mercurial purgatives may be

This was the 
caſe with the angina maligna, or ulcerated 
ſore throat, ſo frequent and well known 
here at preſent: when it firſt appeared, both 
here and at Paris, almoſt every body died 
who took the infection, and had the diſeaſe 
to a conſiderable degree; at preſent, very 
few die of it: not that the diſtemper is 
leſs malignant, for, by injudicious treat- 
ment, we ſee ſome periſh by it at this day; 
but the nature of it being generally under- 
ſtood, vzz. that the natural criſis of this 
diſtemper is by an early ſweat, and a fluxion 
upon the glands of the fauces, every body 
endeavours to promote theſe evacuations, 
and conſequently this fever, at leaſt durin 
the beginning of it, 18 commonly EOS 
according to its natural genius. But ſtill 1 
ſay of this, as I do of every fever from 
contagion ; that although the ſemmnum be 
variably the fame, yet the diſeaſe pro- 
duced by it will not be invariably the ſame, 
but will undergo ſome alteration according 
to the habit of the party infected, and the 
common fever of the ſeaſon for the time 
being; and therefore may require a diffe- 
rent treatment, in different ſubjects, and i in 
different ſeaſons, or circumſtances.

The angina maligna, peſtulentialis, or ul- gi ma-

cerated ſore throat, is a real contagion /uz 
gene ris; not the natural production of this 
country, but brought hither, by communi- 
cation with infected people or places, about 
the year 1726. How long this contagion 
may remain in the body before it produces 
a fever, 18 not as yet determined ; becauſe 
that muſt vary according to the epidemic 
conſtitution, and circumſtances of the per- 
ſon at the time of infection; for the moſt 
part the terrentia are felt within ſeven 
days; I have ſeen it much ſooner. 

The daughter of Mr. Daniel Grant of 
Jamaica was brought home from ſchool ſo 
ill of this diſeaſe that ſhe could not ſwal- 
low: her noſe was ſtuffed, and diſcharged 
a thin ichor; to clear which, the fond fa- 
ther ſucked her noſe with his movth : ſhe 
died two days after, and he was taken ill 
the ſame day with the terrentia morbi, 
which were at firſt miſtaken for the grief 
occaſioned by the loſs of his child; but 
in the ſpace of 12 hours, the fever came on 
in ſo violent a manner, with all its variety 
of ſymptoms, that he barely eſcaped with 


his life : nor could we diſcover any other 


perſon from whom he could have taken the 
infection. 
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gradually, and give ſome warning ; but 
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A young gentleman, Maſter F. came 
from ſchool infected on the 1 1th of April, 
the fever came on the 13th; his brotheſt fell 
ill on the i5th; his mother on the 19th: 
but his ſiſter did not fever till the 2 1ſt, al. 
though they were all equally expoſed to 
the ſame infection from the boy arſe _ 
ill. 

The terrentia are not of long continu- 
ance, ſeldom beyond 20 hours, after which 
the rigor begins; the degree of rigor 
foretels, in a great meaſure, the violence 
of the ſucceeding fever: if the extremities 
are very cold, and continue ſo for many 
hours; if the anxiety is great and the vo- 
miting and purging violent, or of long du- 
ration, you may conclude that there are 
ſome of the common fevers along with the 
contagious one, and therefore the whole 
may be tedious or dangerous: all the com- 
mon fevers, for the moſt part, have a ter- 
rentia of many days; they ſeem to come 


when a contagion 1s added to a common 
fever, it is like fire in tinder; all is in a 
blaze, and the fever comes on ſuddenly 
with violence; the rigor is of long dura- 
tion, and the anxiety very great: Maſter 
F. had a kind of horror for 16 hours; and

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fore he complained much of the heat and 

pepper (as he called it) in his throat : this 

fever accordingly became tedious and highly 

malignant, as we ſhall ſee afterwards. His 

brother, who was ſeized 2 days after him, 

had a very ſevere rigor, but of ſhort dura- 

tion ; for an extreme burning heat came on 

in the ſpace of a few hours, with a violent 

pulſe, inflamed eyes, and delirium. I or- 

dered him to be blooded, after which the 

fever formed, and went through its courſe 
regularly to the 5th day; it then ſubſided, 
and went off the 7th day. 

From many ſuch obſervations, I have 
reaſon to believe that the degree and dura- 
tion of the cold and rigor, at the very be- 
ginning, indicate the good or bad condition 
of the fever, more than the ſucceeding de- 
zree of heat, and inflammatory ſymptoms: 
in the ſame way as we find violent, tedious 
cold fits attend obſtinate agues ; whereas 
the burning hot fits, with much fluſhing

till the fever is in a great meaſure con-

In this place he explains the meaning of the word 
ſudorific, when he propoſes to force a ſweat directly, 
and by all poſſible means, and to continue it for 48 
hours without intermiſſion. The great difference be- 
tween theſe two plans of operation is, that by a dia- 
phoretic regimen, time is given to perform coction, 
and a gradual expulſion of the offending matter: 
whereas, by a ſudorific regimen, expulſion is performed 
without waiting for coction: and this is the reaſon 
why Sydenham was of opinion, that the morbid mat- 
ter of the moſt penetrating and ſubtile nature might 
be forced through the ſkin, even in a crude ſtate ; but 
that all the morbid matter, of a more groſs nature, 
required a previous preparation before they could be 
ſeparated from the blood, and made to pals through 
the pores of the ſkin. : 

Experience however taught him to diſtinguiſh where 
it might ſucceed, and where not; and being very ac- 
curate in his obſervations, he found, that the ſudorific 
plan would never ſucceed in any one of the ſeven com- 
mon fevers, till towards the concluſion, and after a 
due concoction; nor in the ſmall-pox, meaſles, or 
hooping cough ; although they are of the contagious 
fort, and might have been ſuppoſed very ſubtile : but 
he alſo found, that it might ſucceed in the very be- 
ginning of the plague, and peſtilential fever; for 
which reaſon he concluded, that they were of a {till 
more volatile. and ſuþtile nature than thoſe others : 
however, towards the end, even of the peſtilential fe- 
ver, he found it neceſſary to begin an antiſeptic regi- 
men, and to purge off the groſſer remaining part by

A daughter of Mr. M. at Hoxton was 
ſeized with the violent ſymptoms of a true 
angina maligna; after the vomiting and purg- 
ing had ſubſided, I endeavoured to raiſe a 
ſweat by the uſual means; but after a trial 
of 20 hours, I perceived the ſweat would 
not flow ; that the pulſe became more hard, 
the ſkin fluſhed, and more dry; the anxiety 
was conſiderably increaſed, and ſhe could 
get no reſt in any poſture : I therefore or- 
dered her to be blooded ſufficiently, to mo- 
derate the pulſe and univerſal tenſion of the 
veſſels, which had the deſired effect; for 
in the ſpace of an hour the ſymptoms 
abated, and the ſweat came on; which, be- 
ing properly promoted for the neceſſary 
time, proved truly critical. 

This obſervation, however, has not eſcap- 
ed Sydenham, 1. c. Art. 30. But though I 
greatly approve of this method (i. e. the 
* antiphlogiſtic method), and have for- 

* merly experienced its uſefulneſs in many 
* inftances ; yet, for ſeveral reaſons, I

WF ſeptic diet through the day: this he ought 
. Wl to perſevere in till he is well. But he ought 
not, for ſo flight an indiſpoſition, to be 
kept covered up in bed; plied with the moſt 
heating drugs and drinks; and excluded 
from the benefit of the free air: all which, 
without any contagion, are ſufficient to 
bring on a fever in a very vigorous perſon. 
And indeed, in every diſeaſe, care ought to 
be taken, not to give way to fear, nor take 
a hammer to break an egg-ſhell : when no 
remedy is neceſſary, let no remedy be 
given; and let the urgency of the caſe de- 
termine the power of the preſcription. 

began my inquiries into the genius of , ma- 
this diftemper when I was in Holland, « <4 "op 
many years ago; at that time the Dutch. 
phyſicians looked upon it to be nearly of 
the ſame nature with the wlcus noma de- 


ſeribed by Van Swieten; and accordingly 
treated 
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treated it by powerful antiſeptics from the 
very beginning; ſuch as the ir. /al, 
marin. and bark: they ſucceeded better 
than the French, as may be ſeen in the ac- 
count given by Dr. Chomel, inſerted at the 
end of this eſſay, where, out of eight pa- 
tients, three only barely eſcaped with their 
lives; their recovery was very bad and te- 
dious, although they appeared to have been 
healthy children, and but ſlightly attacked. 
Dr. Stork of Vienna, in his Annus medicus 
ſecundus, cap. de Angina, had better ſucceſs; 
for three patients out of four recovered; 

although the duration of the whole diſeaſe 
in thoſe that recovered was 17 days. 

Soon after my return hither, I conſidered 
the account of this diſeaſe given by Dr. 
Fothergill; and the improvements made on 
it by Dr. Huxham : and on comparing all 
I had heard and read with the caſes under 
my particular care, I made the following 
remarks : 

Remarkson Iſt, Such as were eaſily brought into 2 
jd... kindly, gentle, free perſpiration, did beſt; 
and always felt happy as long as that breath- 

ing ſweat was kept up moderately ; they 

ſoon came to deſire nouriſhment, and it 

agreed with them. But if this ſalutary 

ſweat was puſhed too violently beyond 2 
certain degree; or kept up for too great 

length of time; then they complained of 
becoming 
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„becoming low, languid, and even faint ; 
they lothed victuals, and became lick after 
it. So long as the ſweat was ſalutary, the 
pulſe became more flow and full, with an

_ W abatement of all the ſymptoms; but after 
1 the ſweat had had its full effect, then the 
. pulſe became again more quick, and new 
na MW hmptoms appeared, which perhaps had 


never exiſted before; in that caſe it became 
neceſſary to procure free paſſage by ſtool ; 
to make the diet more antiſeptic, and dimi- 
niſh the quantity of ſudorifics; but not en- 
courage expoling the body to the cold air. 

2dly, At any period of the diſtemper, a vomits 
vomit always agreed, when there were evi- z vith 
dent ſigns of turgid matter in the ſtomach; 
and this operation rather promoted than 
retarded the diaphoręſis &. 

3dly, If, at the very beginning of the Purging 
diſeaſe, there were evident ſymptoms of = 
much turgid matter in the bowels, a clyſter 
or gentle purge became neceſſary; other- 
wiſe it was better deferred till after the 
lweat had taken effect; which frequently 
removed the little uneaſy feelings in the 
bowels.

4thly, If ſymptoms of real inflammation 
attended the firſt attack, bleeding always 
gave relief, and aſſiſted the diaphoretics, 

5thly, 1 never found occaſion for alca- 
lines of any kind to raiſe the ſweat; but 
ſtuping the legs with flannels wrung out of 
hot vinegar and water were often ſervice— 
able. 
_ Gthly, When an high antiphlogiſtic me- 
thod had been adopted, and perſiſted in for 
any conſiderable length of time, the diſeaſe 
became anomalous, tedious, and dangerous; 
the few that eſcaped with their lives had a 
bad recovery, and remained long weak 
and languid. | 

mthly, When, previous to the ſweat, an 
antiſeptic method had been adopted in the 
very beginning, and perſiſted in through- 
out, the ſick frequently eſcaped with ther 
lives: but the diſeaſe was always protracted, 
and for the moſt part there remained : 
hardneſs and ſwelling of the tonſils for ſe- 
vera] weeks, nay ſometimes ever after; 
but if the ſweat preceded the antiſeptic me- 


up afterwards, the diſeaſe went off in ſeven 
days; and none of thoſe ſwellings followed 
in conſequence of it, though the antiſeptic 
method had been perſiſted in to the end.

quent, particularly during the ſpring ſea- 
ſon; but theſe ſymptoms however were not 
formidable, becauſe they went off with the 
critical ſweat, and required no particular 
alteration in the treatment. But when to 
theſe was added an eruption of a white mi- 
-liary raſh, it portended great acrimony of 
the humors, and a tedious, dangerous fe- 
ver: in this ſituation the high antiphlogiſ- 
tic treatment brought on a retroceſſion of 
the eruption, ſoon followed by a ſuffoca- 
tion . Strong ſudorifics increaſed the 
acrimony, and brought on a putrid fever f. 
What ſucceeded the beſt was a mild anti- 
ſeptic method, ſomething like what has 
been recommended in the bilious fever, and 
a diet ſuch as has been preſcribed in the 
ſynochus non putris, with the addition of 
bark: I think the camphor much diluted 
was of ſervice; it ſeemed to operate as an 
anodyne here, juſt as it is ſaid to do in

treated from the beginning, cither for want 
of ſeaſonable and proper evacuations when 
required; or by unreaſonable and impropet 
evacuations when not required; by too 
heating, or by too cooling a regimen ; in all 
theſe caſes the bad ſymptoms came on,

y The word Angina, being uſed indiſcri- e in 
/ BW minately for every diſeaſe that occaſions n. 
Ja difficulty of ſwallowing and ftrifture 
Yin the throat, has occaſioned a want of ac- 
curacy in diſtinguiſhing critically the va- 
rious ſorts of diſtempers which affect theſe 
organs; and conſequently has introduced 
a general practice in all ſore throats ; al- 
though they are frequently different in 
their cauſes, and oppoſite in their nature. 
To remedy this error, I will give a ſhort de- 
ſcription of the various ſpecies of angina 
which I have, bona fide, repeatedly ſeen ; 
> Wl and point out the particulars which lead to 
the knowledge of the ſpecific nature of 
each of them : after which the manner of 
treating each of them, according to 1ts own 
genius, will appear readily to any one at 
all converſant in practice. 

Iſt, In the northern and high parts of g /ar- 
this iſland, and in the ſouthern and high parts 
of France, I have frequently ſeen the true 
angina inflammatoria, ſanguimea ſuſfocativa z 
which I never ſaw in Holland, Flanders, 
nor Normandy. I never remember to have 
ſeen it here, but during the height of the

nature with the catarrhous fever, but of 
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caſe in ſpring 1771; then we had many 
ſuch anginæ, attended with the genuine 
ſymptoms of true inflammation, and 
cured by a high antiphlogiſtic method 
only. 

2d, The angina inflammata ſeroſa is more 


frequent in this city; in which there i 


ſome degree of inflammation : but the moſt 
material part of the complaint 1s a fluxion 


of thin, acrid lymph on the membrana ſuiei- 


deri, lacune of the fauces and circumjacent 
This fever is partly of the ſame 


much ſhorter duration, and curable nearly 


after the ſame manner. 


3d, The third fort, frequent in this city, 
is of the nature of the peripneumonia notha; 


the phlegm is very thick, and difficult to 


be diſcharged ; the glands are ſometimes 
much ſwelled, the difficulty of ſwallowing, 
and ſometimes of breathing, is conſiderable; 
but the pain and heat in the parts affected 
are not ſo great as in either of the former. 

4th, The fourth ſort is alſo very com- 
mon, it is an eryſipelas vagum which co- 
vers the inſide of the mouth, palate, and 
fauces; ſometimes on one fide only, ſome- 
times on both, and all over; the fever 
which accompanies it is alſo various: 


this ſort of angina reſembles the true a 


gina maligna in ſo many particulars that 
they 
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hey are frequently miſtaken for each other; ; 
for the pain in the head and down both 
des of the neck is common to both; the 
feel as of pepper in the throat, the anxie- 
iy, reſtleſsneſs and oppreſſion, are ſimilar in 
both ; the purple colour of the parts firſt 
affected, the redneſs or fluſhing of the 
fin, and the ſwelling of the hands and 
fingers, I have allo ſeen in this angina ery- 
ſipelatoſa. In carefully comparing theſe 
two diſcaſes at the ſame time, in different 
ſubjects; I obſerved that the ſpecks in the 
angina maligna were more like a ſmall ul- 
cer, the edges round the {ſpecks thicker, and 
as if they were circumſcribed ; the ſlough 
thick, and quite opake; the ſkin all round, 

although diſcoloured, is not excoriated : 

whereas the other is a true eryſipelas, and 
general excoriation as far as it extends; 
upon which are to be ſeen, in different 
places, broad patches of a thin, grey film, 
which gradually ſpread, but do not feſter 
and undermine as the ulcers of the angina 
maligna do. Although the tonſils are 
ſwelled in both, yet. the oblong external 
ſwellings at the horns of the hyoides were 
moſt conſiderable in the angina maligna: 

lo that the angina eryſipelatoſa is a large 
excoriated ſurface full of Tmall, red, angry 
papillz, and covered here and there with 


a grey film, of irregular ſhape and ſize ; it

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is truly of the ſame nature with the eryſi- 
pelas in general, and only differs in the 
ſeat of the phlegmone or @Xoywo;, and re- 
quires a ſimilar treatment. _ 

It is called angina mucoſa by Dr. Stork, 
from the colour and viſcidity of the phlegm 
that covers the fauces in this diſtemper “. 

Huxham deſcribes this fever ſo well that 
TI think it beſt to give his own words: ! 
will not here ſay any thing of his method 
of cure; it would have been better if he 
had had leiſure to have reconſidered it 20 
years afterwards ; but ſtill the diagnoſtics 
are well explained.

Now it is evident that the forcing a 
ſweat in the very beginning of this fe- 
ver, and keeping it up by acrid remedies, 
muſt have the ſame effect here as in all 
other eryſipelatous fevers; for which I re- 
ter to what has been ſaid on this ſubje& in 
K 2 different 
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different parts of the formet volume. But 
as it is extremely neceſſary to diſtin- 
guiſh this diſeaſe accurately from the an- 
gina maligna J will here illuſtrate it by a 
caſe. 


I A young lady about 12 years of age, 

caſe ot it, ſtout, luſty, and accuſtomed to eat more 
ſolid animal food than was good for her; 
about the 23d of May was ſeized with the 
common harbingers of a fever; for which 
her body was opened by a gentle purge: on 
the 24th and 25th, ſhe was ordered to take 
ſome ſaline draughts, and her diet was re- 
duced a little. The ſymptoms however 
increaſed, and on the 26th when ] firſt ſaw 
her, I found the pulſe quick, hard and 
large; the face, head, hands and feet were 
ſwelled; the glands of the throat tumid 
and hard; the ſkin red and covered with a 
thick univerſal raſh : great pain in the 
throat, the tonſils enlarged, with a difh- 
culty of ſwallowing and breathing: ſhe had 
a perpetual, teazing, dry cough ; ſhe made 
Water in {mall quantity, high 2 and 
thick like dead ſtrong ale. The throat, as 
far down as could be ſeen, was covered 
with a raſh ſimilar to the ſkin; and in dit- 
ferent parts of the tonſils, uvula, and vale 
of the palate, there were ſpecks of an aſh- 


coloured film, of an irregular ſhape and 
different ſizes, 
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The angina maligna was frequent in the 
neighbourhood at the ſame time, and there- 
fore was ſuſpected in this caſe ; but it was 
evident to me, that it was Huxham's febr:s 
angingſa in an inflammatory habit; and 
that the whole diſeaſe required an antiphlo- 
giſtic treatment: accordingly I ordered her 
to be blooded in my preſence; and ſhe loſt 
8 ounces before the pulſe ſubſided: after 
which 1 wrote the following preſcription :

May 27th, in the morning, Ireturned and 
found that the blood was ſizy; the clyſter 
had operated and relieved her; but the 
fever had returned again in the evening, 
and was now very high; the whole ſkin 
was red as blood, but rough with the raſh, 
I ordered the bleeding to be repeated, and 
6 ounces were taken before the violence of 
the pulſe ſubſided ; then ſhe ſeemed again 
relieved, and I ordercd as follows :

cough was not quite ſo troubleſome ; the 
pulſe was more ſoft; ſhe ſpoke with more 
caſe, and upon the whole ſeemed better. 
May 28th. She had ſome ſleep in the 
night, with a little moiſture on her ſkin ; 
the ſwelling of the head and face was nearly 
gone down ; the breathing was good; the 
pulſe large, ſoft, equal, and not exceeding 
one hundred ; the cough was much better; 
the redneſs of the {kin partly gone, but the 


rath very prominent and rough; the mouth, 


tongue, and fauces were quite excoriated 
and very painful; ſhe flavered a little.

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29th. The clyſter and purge operated 
twice ; ſhe had ſome ſleep in the night, her 
water this morning was hypoſtatic ; the 
cough was gone; the ſkin of a brown co- 
lour, occaſioned by the raſh, now dried and 
ſcaling off; the ſwellings were gone; and 
the inſide of the mouth and throat alſo 
was better: the ſame medicines were con- 
tinued. She went on mending the 3oth, 
and was quite well the 31ſt, being the gth 
day of the fever, 

The woman who attended the young 
lady in this fever, was ſeized with a ſore 
throat in the night of the goth of May; 
but did not complain till the next day, 
when ſhe was unable to keep up any 
longer : ſhe had a violent pain in her head 
and back; a ſmall, quick, ſoft pulſe ; great 
dejection of ſpirits, and a very foul tongue. 
All the people in the houſe concluded, that 
it was the ſame fever her miſtreſs had juſt 


' recovered from; but, upon a cloſe exami- 


nation, it evidently was the true angims 
malięna with ulcers in the throat; accord- 
ingly ſhe was put into a warm bed and a 
ſweat brought on ; after two days ſhe was 
purged and put upon an antiſeptic diet; 
and in three days more was well. I think 
this worthy of attention, becauſe the fevers 
were quite different in theſe two people, 
who were both young; and the method of

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cure which recovered the maid, would, 
probably, have deſtroyed the miſtreſs, al- 
though their being conſtantly together in 
the ſame room, gave ſome grounds for the 
ſuſpicion-of the ſimilarity of the two fevers. 
5th. The fifth and laſt ſpecies of angina 
is the maligna; to diſtinguiſh which from 
every other ſpecies I will uſe the words of 
Huxham.

iſtempers. Mrs. J. who had been much 
reduced by a bad recovery from a lying-1n, 
aught this fever of a friend, whom ſhe 
rent to ſee at that time recovering of it; 
nd was reduced to the laſt extremity in 
1 hours. She died on the third day, in 
ite of all the aſſiſtance that could be given.

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mean time the pulſe was ſoft, ſmall, and 
irregular; the ſpirits dejected; the coun. | 
tenance embarraſſed; and ſhe had frequent, 
little, cold chillineſs, and fluſhing heats al- 


ternately. 


He gave her a diaphoretic draught once 
in ſix hours; ordered a ſudorific regimen, 
in which he perſiſted for ſeveral days with | 
ſuch relief of the ſymptoms, that he ex- | 


pected, by the addition of a gargariſm, to 
have cured: the whole fever in ſeven days; 
as he had done by others in the neighbour- 
hood, and in that very houſe, during the 
preceding months of May and June. But 
finding upon the 26th that ſhe was rather 
worſe than ſhe had been on any of the for- 
mer days, he deſired my aſſiſtance. 

I ſaw her firſt late at night; ſhe ſeemed 
inclinable to ſleep; her pulſe beat 130, ſoft, 
and very ſmall; her ſkin was hot and mot- 
tled; mouth foul, but not very dry; I could 
not ſee down into the throat that night; 
the belly was tenſe and ſwelled, although 
ſhe had had ſome little, foetid, dark co- 
loured ſtools ; both parotid and ſubmaxil- 
lary glands were ſwelled; but ſhe remained 
ſenſible, and tractable. 

I ordered her belly to be fomented with 
flannels out of hot vinegar and water; to 
give a little draught every ſix hours, with 
four drops of the ſpir. ſulph. per camp. in

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each; to acidulate her drink with ſome 
drops of the ſame ſpirit; to give her plenty 
of thin, ſoft, nouriſhing ſippings, and to 
throw up a clyſter. 

July 27. In the morning, when I return- 
ed, I found that ſhe had been very reſtleſs 
ill night; had had ſeveral ſmall, dark and 
offenſive ſtools ; but the belly was ſtill hard 
ind diſtended, and the other ſymptoms as 
the preceding evening: with ſome diffi- 
culty I was able to examine the throat, and 
perceived that the gangrene had made con- 
iderable progreſs on both tonſils, and the 
reil of the palate: but the roof of the 
mouth, the whole inſide of the cheeks and 
ps were covered with a thick, dark co- 
oured, aphthous cruſt. I directed the diet 
to be continued, and wrote the following 
preſcription:

mobile genus nervoſum. Upon the 12th of 
Auguſt, 1769, ſhe complained of a diſorder 
in her bowels, and a flight pain in her 
head; but the pulſe and heat of her ſkin 
were natural.

She had a regular good ſtool 
in the night, and made water freely, which 
ſeparated, and let fall a prodigious quan- 
tity of white yellowiſh ſediment, as is com- 
mon in the putrid fevers : ſhe continued to 
ſweat moderately ; the ſkin was hot, ſoft, 
and damp; the pulſe was ſoft, not very 
quick, but ſmall: the mouth was foul, and 
the flough ſpread all over the veil of the 
palate ; the ſwellings round the jaw were 
more ſoft, and reduced in ſize: the pains 
were all gone off, and ſhe ſwallowed with 
leſs difficulty; but her ſpirits were quite 
low ; ſhe was languid, and had loſt ſome 
blood from the nofe. Here then were ma— 
ny ſymptoms of a putrid and malignant 
fever, with diſſolved blood; as the body 
had been open all along, I did not think it 
neceſſary to order a purge; but proceeded 
directly to the antiſeptics.

Au’ Auguſt 26th, 1769, I was called to ſee 
Miſs M. aged about 19 years; ſhe had 
been taken ill in the night with ſickneſs 
and pain at the pit of the ſtomach, pain in 
the back, head and bowels; ſhe reached to 
vomit, which was encouraged by drinking 
large draughts of camomile tea, and ſhe 
brought up a great quantity of party-co- 
loured, offenſive phlegm and naſtineſs. The 
ſickneſs and pain of the ſtomach went off 
by the vomiting, but the bowels remained 
diſtended, and very uneaſy ; ſhe alſo com- 
plained much of the pain in her back and 
loins; at the ſame time the tonſils were 
painful, rather ſwelled, and of a purple co- 
lour; and there was a good deal of pain 
down both ſides of the neck: the pulſe _

ſmall, quick and ſoft, and the ſkin was hot 
and dry. 

I took this caſe to be the putrid fever, at 
that time epidemic, complicated with the 
angina maligna : I was pleaſed that ſhe had 
cleared her ſtomach by vomiting ; but as ſhe 
had not had ſtools, and there were evident 
ſymptoms of turgid matter in the lower 
belly, I propoſed to begin the cure by a 
ſoft purge, and then proceed to raiſe a 
ſweat immediately afterwards : to drink 
whey, made of equal parts mountain wine 
and common oxymel, and to acidulate all 
her ſippings with oxymel, lemon, or the 
Juice of currants,

I have given a minute detail of the pro. | 


greſs of this diſtemper in theſe five caſes, 


becauſe they happened during the putrid | 


conſtitution, by which the virulence of the 


malignant contagion was greatly exaſpe- 


rated. From this time the violence of the 
angina maligna gradually ſubſided ; for al- 
though I attended ſeverals in September, 


October, November, and December, yet | 
they were not ſo very malignant; and eaſily

rific regimen for 48 hours; then a mild 


diaphoretic medicine, with an antiſeptic 
diet, to the end of the fifth day; when a

cM, About the middle of December, 170g, 
Wood, I was ſent for to the houſe of Mr. B. in 
bree. Woodſtreet, to ſee a gentlewoman who had 
come up from the country to viſit her re- 
lations; ſhe was ſeized with a ſevere pain 

in the head, back, and limbs; a pain and 
ſtiffneſs down both ſides of the neck, and

(to uſe her own words) the feel as of pep- 
per in her throat; but no ſickneſs at the 
ſtomach 3 no pain in the bowels; no ill 
taſte in the mouth; no rank breath, nor 
foul tongue: ſhe was put into a warm bed, 
and many means were uſed, to bring on a 
ſweat, to no purpole. 

Upon examination, I found all the 
ſymptoms much increaſed ; the ſkin was 
greatly Huſhed, and burning hot; the pulſe 
was full, hard, and quick; the tonſils and 
veil of the palate very much inflamed, and 
covered with many little ulcers, of a dark- 
ih colour. I ordered her to be blooded 
directly, and ſhe loſt full ten ounces before 
the pulſe relented : the ſudorific remedies 
were continued; and the ſweat ſoon came 
on very kindly : after which ſhe recovered, 
by the ſimple treatment, in the ſpace of 
ieven days: the ulcers indeed became trou- 
bleſome, but a linctus of mell. roſarum & 
ſpuritus ſalis marini (as directed by Van 
dwieten) ſoon corrected them: that is, the 
parts affected were frequently touched all 
over with a pencil dipt in this linctus, 
which was gradually made more and more 
arp, by increaſing the proportion of the 
actd ſpirit, 

Here then was an angina maligna com- 
plicated with a ſimple inflammation, during 


the inflammatory epidemic conſtitution,

which evidently puts a ſtop to the virulence ! 
of this contagion, for it affected no other | 
perſon. in the ſame houſe; nor did I meet 
with any other angina maligna during the | 
remainder of December 1769, nor during | 
the whole months of January and February } 
1770. The Hnochus non putris came on | 
about the middle of March 1770; and the 
angina maligna again broke out about the 


end of March.

March 3oth, 1770. Mr. Ben. C. came to 
. me early in the morning, to tell me that 


he had been ill of a colic all night; for 
which he had taken thirty grains of rhu- 
barb, but without effect or relief. I found 
his belly very full and hard ; his pulſe was 
hard and quick, but not very large; his 
ſkin was hot and dry; and his countenance 
embarraſſed : I ordered him to be blooded, 
and to take a cup of the purging apozem 
every hour till he ſhould have ſtools. 

The ſecond cup of the apozem brought 
on a ſmart purging, and he had five ſtools 
in the ſpace of four hours; after which he 
was much relieved: but in the evening his 
head became very painful ; his ſkin 1 5

his pulſe ſoft and quick; his neck was 
ſwelled, ſtiff and painful on both ſides; his 
throat ſore and burning; both tonſils, pa- 
rotids, and ſubmaxillary glands were hard 
and ſwelled : but the ſickneſs at the ſto- 
mach, and pain in the bowels went off. 
Upon examining the tonſils, I perceived 
the ulcers were already forming on both 
ſides; his hands and fingers were ſwelled ; 
his ſkin was intenſely red and motled. I 
examined the blood, which was in quan- 
tity above 10 ounces, not at all ſizy, but 
rather of a looſe texture, and abounding 
with ſerum ; his ſtools were very ſlimy, of 
various colours, and highly offenfive. 

The ſudorific method was immediately 
begun, and a ſweat brought on in a few 
hours, which was kept up for 48 hours ; 
after which, many of the ſymptoms abated: 
then he complained of great weakneſs ; 
and the ſwelling round the jaw was very 
conſiderable ; the redneſs of the ſkin was 
abated ; the pulſe was ſmaller, ſofter, and 
not ſo quick; but the difficulty of ſwal- 
lowing was very great. A bliſter was laid 
round the throat from ear to ear; his drink 
was much acidulated with lemon juice, and 
the quantity of wine was 1ncreaſed : the 
cordial draughts were perſiſted in, and an 
acid gargle was ordered,

The fpnochus non putris was very fre- 
quent at that ſeaſon, and I imagined I could 
perceive ſome complication in this caſe; | 
for the ſkin became more hot and dry to- | 
wards night, the pulſe more quick, and the | 
thirſt greater ; the urine alſo was crude: | 


but towards morning the ſweat returned, 
the urine became hypoſtatic, and the alle- 
viation of ſymptoms very remarkable. 


Upon the morning of the 5th day of the 


fever, the pulſe was moderate, the ſkin 
felt moiſt and pleaſant; all the ſymptoms 
were much abated, except the weakneſs 
and dejection of ſpirits, which were much 
increaſed ; I therefore ordered the bark in 
conſiderable doſes, and continued the anti- 
ſeptic regimen : this had ſo good an effect 
that in two days more he was able to walk 
about the chamber, and ſoon recovered. 
For ſeveral years paſt, and in a great 
number of caſes, I have obſerved this regu- 
lar remiſſion and exacerbation ; but TI look 
upon it to ariſe rather from the common 
fever, which 1s ſo frequently complicated 
with the malignant contagion, than from 
the angina maligna per ſe, On the contrary, 
when this angzna is ſingle, it increaſes gra- 
dually to its acme, and then decreaſes re- 
gularly, without any ſuch conſiderable re- 
miſſion as 18 uſual in moſt of the common 
fevers.

April 6th, I 770. Mrs. C. who had at- Cafe of 
tended her huſband during his fever, was Mu. C. 


taken with all the ſymptoms of the an- 
gina maligna ; but there was no indication 
tor bleeding, vomiting, nor purging ; ſhe 
mas accordingly put upon the ſudorific me- 
thod, and a ſweat was brought on in 12 
hours from the firſt ſeizure; the ſymptoms 
however increaſed for 24 hours afterwards; 
then they began to ſubſide gradually for 
days: upon the 5th day ſhe was purged 
with rhubarb, and ſoon recovered ; nor 
could I perceive any periodical exacerba- 
ton or remiſhon all the time. 

At this time the angina maligna raged 
exceedingly, and became truly epidemic ; 
whole families were laid up together, and 
many people periſhed of it: 1 attended a 
rery conſiderable number, who were treated 
nearly as above, and all recovered, except 
one; whoſe caſe being rather ſingular, de- 
ſerves particular attention: but I ſhall paſs 
over moſt of the others, becauſe they yield-

In the autumn 1769, he was ſeized with 
the meaſles, and was in great danger of 
being ſuffocated ; but by ſeaſonable, plen- 
tiful bleeding, and an high antiphlogiſtic 
treatment, he was recovered, and remained 
well till the 11th of April 1770, when he 
was brought home to ſave him from a very 
contagious and ' malignant angina, which 
raged at the ſchool where he was at that 
time. Upon the 13th of April, in the 
night, he was ſeized with a vomiting ; at- 
ter which he had two ſtools; which were 
ſucceeded by a rigor and chillineſs that 
laſted the remainder of that night, and the 
next

Maſter F, aged ꝙ years, was from his 
infancy ſubject to an enlargement of both 
tonſils, and of all the glands about the 
throat and fauces, with an uncommon de- 
fluxion from the head: theſe complaints 
were greatly exaſperated on every flight M 
occaſion, and ſometimes threatened ſuffoca- 
tion, inſomuch that his recovery was be-

next morning; when I ſaw him he ſtill 
complained of the ſickneſs at his ſtomach, 
and his belly felt much diſtended, notwith- 
ſtanding of his having vomited and purged 
ſo much. 

April 14. To remove theſe complaints I 
ordered him the following draught :

This draught he brought up ſoon after 
he had taken it, and a great deal of phlegm 
along with it; after which he ſeemed re- 
lieved, and I concluded that the ſtomach 
was pretty well cleared; for the rigor and 
great oppreſſion abated, and many ſymp- 
toms of the angina maligna came on: ac- 
cordingly I ordered him a ſaline draught 
with conſect. card. & pulv. contray. comp. 
aa gr. vii}. to be taken every four hours, 
and to drink ſmall whey made with equal 
parts of Mountain wine and Seville orange- 
juice; or barley water, with a little wine 
and orange-juice, in conſiderable quanti- 
ties, and moderately warm: all theſe re- 
tnained upon his ſtomach, and I thought he 
was rather relieved ; for he became warm, 
and was able to lie more ſtill in bed: at the 
lame time his throat, Oc. were covered 
with flannel, and I was in hopes, by theſe

means, to bring on a ſweat; eſpecially as | 
the ſkin was now become hot, and rather | 
fluſhed. 

15th. He had no reſt in the night, his 
breathing became difficult, and the inſide 
of his throat was now covered with an aſh- | 
coloured ſlough, and almoſt quite cloſed by 
the greatneſs "of the ſwelling in both ton- | 
fils, both parotids, all the ſublingual and } 
ſubmaxillary glands : the ſkin was intenſe- 
ly hot and red, and the pulſe hard, full, | 
and quick; but he had not ſweated. I or- 
dered him to be blooded, and perfiſt in the 
ſame method as before. Soon after the 


bleeding, a ſweat came on, and was pro- 
moted as much as could ſafely be done in 
ſuch a caſe; but it could not be kept up, 


for in the evening the ſkin became dry, and 


all the ſymptoms increaſed, with a wheez- 
ing reſpiration, and a diſtention of the 
belly. I ordered a purging clyſter to be 
injected, and to repeat the former draught 
with the addition of 8 grains of nitre : in- 
deed I would have given him an antimo- 
nial vomit, but the paſſage in the throat 
was ſo narrow that I was deterred from it. 
After a plentiful ſtool he was again reliev- 
ed, and I expected the ſweat might then 
come on, eſpecially as he ſeemed my 
00 and to have leſs of the anxiety.

now examined the blood which had been 
taken, and found that it was ſizy. I 

16th. The fever came on during the 
night as uſual, he ſweated a little, but was 
not relieved by it; the ſwellings remained 
the ſame, the ſaffocativn was conſiderable, 
and the pulſe was become hard again; A 
could not ſee down his throat. In this ſi- 
tuation I thought it neceſſary to bleed him 
again, and accordingly ordered 6:ounces to 
be taken away; which was ſtill more ſizy 
than the former : this gave immediate re- 
lief, the ſkin became moift, à prodigious 
eruption came out all over the whole body, 
both hands and feet were very much ſwell- 
ed, and the pulſe became ſoft, but not 
{mall ; the breathing alſo became eaſier; 
but the ſwallowing was more difficult, or 
he more averſe to drinking. The ſame me- 
dicines were continued. 

17th, It was evident this morhing, that 
nature had made a puſh to the circumfe- 
rence, and. thereby had relieved both the 
pulſe and breathing; but although the ſkin 
had now and then been moiſt, yet there 
never. had been that kindly critical ſweat, 
Which is uſual in this fever on or before the 
zth day: the difficulty in ſwallowing was 
formidable, and the ſwellings were very 
great: I was not able to ſee into the throat, 
becauſe he could hardly .open his mouth,

dered a bliſter to be put round the throat 


from ear to ear; to proceed with the ſame 
draught; to uſe a ſub-acid gargle often, 


and to ſtupe the feet and legs with flannel; | 


wrung out of hot water and vinegar, 
- 18th. The operations of laſt night gave 
ſome relief; he ſwallowed better, the pulſe 
continued ſoft, not ſmall, and in quickneſs 
only 110; the eruptions were ſtill out and 
prominent; he could open his mouth and 
{wallow better; the breathing was not ſo 
bad; I could now ſee that the tonſils and 
veil of the palate were gangrened; but the 
tongue was moiſt, and not very foul ; he 
alſo {lavered a little, but his noſe was much 
ſtuffed. At night the fever increaſed con- 
ſiderably, and he became very delirious; 
his noſe diſcharged a moſt offenſive zchor ; 
but ſtill the pulſe remained ſoft, large, and 
112 only. A conſultation was held, and it 
was thought proper to apply a bliſter be- 
tween the ſhoulders ; to give him the fol- 
lowing purge directly, and after it had 
operated to begin the antiſeptic draugil

10th. The purge operated thrice mode- 
tately; the ſtools were not ill- coloured, but 
very offenſive; after the third ſtool he be- 
gan the bark and julep; and continued to 
gargle before every thing he ſwallowed; 
he got down a conſiderable quantity of an- 
iſeptic nouriſhment; and the bliſter diſ- 
charged properly : upon the whole, he 
ſeemed not worſe; and the ſame medicines 
were continued, excepting only the rhy- 
barb 3 the bliſter was removed, and looked 
very well. 

20th. The fever returned in the night 
as uſual with the delirium and former 
ſymptoms; but towards morning he had a

2iſt, The fever and delirium returned 
in the night with double violence, but 
abated again in the morning; then he 
complained of the pain in his throat and all 
over his body: I examined his ſkin, and 
found the eruption was ſcaling off; I could | 
not perceive any VÞ1Ces, molopes, phlyc- | 
tenæ, or petechiæ; but on both elbows there 
were two Jarge, irregular, dry, gangrenous | 
ſpots; and ſeveral leſſer eſchars on diffe- 
rent parts of the body; yet where the bliſ- 


ters had been applied looked very well, and 
diſcharged properly: his breathing was 


not worſe, the pulſe ſtill kept up, was 
ſoft, and 110 in a minute: his mouth was 


moiſt, but very foul; the aphthe did not 


ſeperate kindly ; and the noſe diſcharged | 


very much ; the ſtench was now greatly 
increaſed in ſpite of all that could be done 
to prevent it; and the diſeaſe was become 
truly putrid as well as malignant, The 
ſwelling of the parotids was very great and 
prominent; to them poultices were applied 
in hopes of bringing them to a ſuppura- 
tion; the ſame medicines were continued, 
with the addition of more wine in his diet. 

22d. There was no alteration in the 


pte, only the parotids were more 


ſwelled 
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ſwelled and inflamed; the gangrenes gained 
ground, although he continued regularly 
the ſame medicines and diet, 

23d. All the bad ſymptoms remained, 
the pulſe began to fail, and he made water 
inſenſibly: the gangrenes were ſpread on 
both elbows, as well as on the tops of the 
thigh bones, where I believe it was ſphace- 
lated to the bone: he ſeemed always drow- 
ly, and very fretful when diſturbed : we 
could not examine the inſide of his mouth, 
but had reaſon to believe it was in a very 
bad fituation ; his nurſe, however, got him 
to take his diet and medicines. It was 
judged neceſſary to procure him a free paſ- 
lage, and then to proceed with the former 
draught, julep, and antiſeptic cordial diet. 

24th. The purge gave him a large, ill- 
eoloured, very offenſive ſtool ; for which 
reaſon, it was again repeated. We pro- 
ceeded thus, opening the body from time 
to time, and ſupporting him regularly with 
all the antiſeptic diet and medicines, both 
external and internal, we could think of; 
but ſtill we gained no ground, for the gan- 
grenes ſpread daily more and more, and he 
died on the evening of the 28th of April, 
being the 16th day of the whole fever. 

During the courſe of this fever, the ex- 
acerbation in the evenings, and remiſſion 
through the days, were very manifeſt till 
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Maſter S. F. 
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after the gth day; after which the fever 
became more irregular; it ſeemed as if the | 
Jynochus non putris had gradually degene- | 


rated into a /ynochus putris; and the blood, 


which had been ſizy in the beginning, was 
gradually diſſolved; or (as Sydenham ex- 
preſſes it) broken aſunder by the rays of 
the diſtemper; to which the malignant

CASE X. Complicated with inflamma- 


April 15, 1770. Maſter S. F. a ſtrong 
healthy child, about 6 years of age, was 
taken with a ſhivering, and all the ſymp- 
toms of the firſt ſtage of a fever ; which 
was ſoon ſucceeded by a prodigious heat, 
ſtrong pulſe, and evident ſymptoms of great 
inflammation : he loſt 3 ounces of blood, 
which gave him great relief, and his body 
was opened by a purging clyſter in the 
evening. 

16th. The blood was very ſizy, he had 
ſome ſleep after the ſtools in the night: 
after which the whole ſkin became mottled, 
the hands ſwelled, the tonſils enlarged, and 
ſome ſpecks appeared on them : it was now 
evident he had caught the ſame fever with 
his brother; I accordingly ordered the

diaphoretic draught with nitre, and plenty 
of thin warm liquors, with all the means 
above-mentioned to procure a ſweat, 

17th. The ſweat was brought on in the 
courſe of 14 hours, with immediate relief 
of all the ſymptoms.

and the ſame remedies were perſiſted in.

all appearance, on the 24th, being the th 
day from the firſt ſeizure.

lignant and contagious fever. 


In two days after his removal he was 


ſeized with all the former ſymptoms, ex- 
cept the ſigns of inflammation: the ulcers 


in the throat broke out afreſh; the pulſe | 


became very quick, but ſmall ; the ſkin be- 
came mottled, the hands ſwelled, the re- 
ſpiration quick, and deglutition difficult; 
in ſhort it was a true relapſe from being 
too ſoon expoſed to the free cold air. I 
directly ordered the ſudorifics, and brought 
on a ſweat in 12 hours, which carried off 
the preſſing ſymptoms in 24 hours; when 
he again began an antiſeptic regimen, and 
ſoon recovered perfectly. 


CASE XI. Comphcated with crudities 
in the P. V. 


April 19, 1770. Mrs. F. was ſeized with 
ſome rigors, and a pain in the left tonſil, 
which was a little enlarged, and of a dark 
purple colour; the pulſe was neither ſmall 
nor quick; the urine was jumentoſa ; ſhe * 
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he had the ſame uneaſy feelings which 
preceded the angina maligna that ſhe had 
had three years before: ſhe was immedi- 
ately put into a warm bed, took a ſudorific 
draught, and drank wine whey, acidulated 
with orange juice. all night. 

20th. This morning the pulſe was ſtill 
moderate; the pain in the throat rather in- 
creaſed ; the urine was turbid ; ſhe had 
reſted very ill, and complained greatly of 
ſickneſs and oppreſſion. Bleeding was not 
at all indicated, and therefore I ordered her 
the following mixture, with an intention 
to clear the ſtomach and bowels,

with 2 drachms of Huxham's tincture of 
bark, and ordered wine to be added to all 
a ſippings.

21ſt, She took her draught regularly 
every 6 hours, and drank plentifully of 
mountain whey acidulated with lemon- 
Juice; ſhe perſpired a little in the night, 
but was very reſtleſs : the pulſe was not 
quite ſo ſmall, but her ſpirits were very bad, 
owing partly to her great concern for the 
ſituation of her children : the ſpecks were 
now evident on both tonſils, and all the 


veil of the palate. It was agreed, in con- 
ſultation, to give her two ounces of a ſtrong Þ 
decoction of bark every fix hours; and one 
ounce and an half of a camphorated julep, 
acidulated with the ſpirit of fea ſalt, be- 


tween every two draughts. 


22d. She was very reſtleſs all night; her 
throat more foul ; the ſwallowing more 
difficult; the pulſe was very ſmall and 
quick; the ſkin burning hot; and ſhe } 
complained of a conſtant nauſea ; ſhe had | 
had three purging ſtools in the night; and | 
ſhe was covered all over with a miliary | 


eruption. Theſe appeared to us to be the 
ſymptoms of a putrid fever; and accord- 
ingly we ordered a vomit of 1pecacuan to 
be taken directly; by which, we expected 
to moderate the nauſea and purging : after 
the operation of the puke, we directed the 
following draught to be given every ſix 
hours, and to ſupply her plentifully with

She was ordered to drink plentifully of te- 


pid acid liquors, and to take the following 
bolus every ſix hours:

The 
pulſe was quick, ſmall, and ſoft. Ten 
grains of rhubarb and magneſia were added 
to one of the draughts. 

| returned at night, and found that the 
purge had operated twice ; after which the 
diarrhoea ſtopt : I could now perceive ſome 
ſpecks on different parts of the fauces; the 
tonſils were very much ſwelled; but the 
ſpitting was inconſiderable; the pulſe was 
quick, ſmall, and very ſoft; the ſkin was 
biting hot, and mottled, and the pain in 
the head conſiderable.

25th. She had a good night, the rhu- 


barb gave her one large motion; ſhe was 


better, and continued her medicines and 
diet. | 
26th. She had two large poultaceous | 
ſtools in the night; the pulſe was now | 
more full, and not ſo quick; ſhe ſlavered 
a good deal, and diſcharged conſiderably at 
the noſe : ſhe ſaid ſhe was very hungry; | 
and was ordered apple-pudding for dinner; | 
which ſhe ate of very heartily, although 
her throat was tender, occaſioned by many 
of the little ſloughs having fallen off.

In this ſituation, Nau ſeemed to indi- 
ate a ſweat, and nothing remained to be 
done, but to promote it; for which pür— 
poſe I ordered a ſudoriſic draught to be 
taken every four hours, and to dilute plen- 
ttully with mountain whey, acidulated 
with orange juice: his head and throat were 
covered with Hannel, and he was ordered to 
breathe frequently under the bed-clothes ; 
by five o'clock in the afternoon, the {ſweat 
came on with relief. 
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22d. The ſweat continued all night, and 
afforded great relief; the pulſe was not 
quite ſo quick, nor ſo full; the pain of the 
head was better, but he complained of a 
weight in it, and a great lownefs of ſpirits; 
the throat was very painful, and much ul- 
cerated, and he began to flaver : his urine I 
was in ſmall quantity, high coloured, and 
muddy; his {kin was {till damp, but more 
cool.

24th. The purge moved him twice, and | 
he now ſeemed pretty well : I ordered him | 
to keep warm for ſome days; to perſevere | 
in the antiſeptic regimen; to uſe the acid 
gargle for his throat frequently; to cat lean 
of meat to dinner only, and to drink ſome 
wine after it : he ſoon recovered, and has 
remained well ever ſince.

The meaſles were alſo pretty frequent, 
and ſometimes difficult to diſtinguiſh from 
the angina maligna; as they were frequently 
attended with a ſpecies of ſore throat; of 
which I will give one caſe. 

Upon the 21ſt of April, 1770, Maſter Cafe ofthe 

Carſe, a ſtrong healthy child, {1x years of Mater 
age, was ſeized with a ſore throat, cough, e. 
pain in the head, ſneezing, running at the 
eyes and noſe, hot ſkin, and fluſhing of the 
cheeks. On the 22d, a ſmart fever came 
on with an increaſe of the former ſymp— 
toms, which continued very ſevere all the 
23d, On the 24th, an eruption came out 
over his whole body, with a {welling in his 
face and both hands; on the 25th, at noon, 
[ firſt ſaw him, I found his pulſe was ſtrong 
and full, his eyes were {welled, watery and 
inflamed ; the cough was very trouble- 
lome ; the ſkin was hot and dry ; and the 
eruption was rather prominent : the inſide 
of his throat was of a bright red colour, 
greatly inflamed, but no where ulcerated. 
| therefore gave it as my opinion, that it 
was the meaſles, and accordingly treated 
him in the high antiphlogiſtic manner.

Upon the 22d of May, 1770, Mr. D— n, 
in Lothbury, a ſtrong, healthy, young 
man, was ſeized with the firſt ſymptoms of 
the ang in amaligna; ſuch as, rigor, anxiety, | 
pain in the head, back, and throat; with a | 
conſiderable ſwelling on both ſides of the 
neck. A doſe of phyſic was given, and 
afterwards faline draughts; but the ſymp- 


toms ſtill increaſing, the purge was re- 


peated; then a bliſter was put to each ſide | 
of the neck, and the ſaline draughts con- 
tinued to the 27th, when I firſt ſaw him. | 
The difficulty of ſwallowing was very 
great; the pulſe was ſmall, ſoft, and 110 
in a minute; his ſkin did not burn vio- 
lently, but was quite dry and harſh ; his 
mouth was very foul, his throat greatly 
ulcerated in many places: the ſwelling on 
both ſides of the jaw, was conſiderable; and 
his ſpirits were much ſunk : he had been 


two days without any proper paſſage. I

directed the bliſters to be kept open; to 


actdulate all his drink with common oxy- 
mel, to dilute plentifully with wine whey, 
and to take the following draught every 
four hours :

belly, which I ſuſpected to be one cauſe of 


the anxiety ; his pulſe became more large 
and full, but his throat was very painful: 


one of the tonſils ſeemed to contain matter, 


although it was covered with a large, thick, 
deep ſlough, which adhered very firmly to 

it: the ſlough indeed was thick, dark co- 
loured, deep, and ſpreading every where. 
| ordered a purging clyſter to he injected ; 


to uſe an acid gargle frequently; to conti- 


nue the draughts ; to take a cup of an 
acid cordial mixture between every two 
O 3 draughts; 
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draughts; to dilute plentifully with the 
wine whey, and thin panada with oxymel. 

29th. The clyiter procured a large eva- 
cuation, which gave immediate relief; he 
became leſs reſtleis, and perſpired more 
freely; one of the ſloughs ſeparated in the 
night, and was followed by a diſcharge of 
matter from that tonſil which had been 
moſt enlarged : this gave great relief at 
firſt ; but after ſome hours, the pain in that 
tonſil became intolerable ; ſome of the mat- 


+ ter allo had gone down his throat, and now 


made him fick at the ſtomach : however, 
the pulſe kept up, and was only 100 in a 


minute; his ſpirits were better. I ordered | 
him a large cup of the purging ptiſan to | 
clear his bowels, and after ſome hours to 
begin the draught and mixture again. I 
returned at night and found that the ptiſan | 
had operated thrice, which carried off the 
nauſea : the pulle was pretty tolerable; 
more large, regular, but ſoft; the ſkin was | 
harſh and dry, but not very. burning : | 
the pain 1n the throat was now the great 


complaint, the vv/a was greatly enlarged, 
and covered with a thick ſlough ; the ulcer 
of the tonſil diſcharged a bloody matter, 
and he {lavered conſiderably. I ordered the 
fame dict and medicines to be continued, 
and added an ounce of the tincture of myrrh 
to every fix ounces of the former gargle. 
30th. 


The Malignant Fevers, 
30th. During the preceding night there 


came on a conſiderable exacerbation of the 
fever, with a large diſcharge of pale and 
crude urine; after which, however, he went 
into a free kindly perſpiration ; the pulſe 
became more large, and he ſcemed drowſy. 
| ordered the medicines to be continued, 
and to ſupply him plentifully with warm 
ſippings; but not to trouble him with the 
gargle, at the preſent, for fear of diſturb- 
ing the criſis, I returned at ſeven in the 
evening, and found him ſtill ſweating, and 
much relieved ; he had flept in all eight 
hours; the pulſe was ſoft, large, and 100 
only ; his urine was thick, and ſeemed as 
ik it would ſeparate; I therefore ordered 
two ounces of a ſtrong decoction of bark, 
with ten grains of the powder of contra- 
yerva root to be given every four hours, 
and a cup of camphor julep with lemon- 
juice in the intermediate hours; to conti- 
nue the ſame dict, and to waſh his throat 
carefully with the gargariſm before he 
Iwallowed any thing. 

31ſt. He perſpired all night very kindly, 
and now continued in a ſoft pleaſant per- 
ſpiration: the pulſe alſo was large, ſoft, 
and under an hundred; the floughs began 
to ſeparate, and the ſwellings to ſubſide; 
the ulcers indeed were deep and large in 
ſome places where the {loughs had fallen 
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off, but ſo defended by a ſpecies of thick 
phlegm, that they were leſs tender than 


might be expected.

poſed to heal: he had ſome appetite for 
food, and was in good ſpirits; the pulſe 


continued at 80, ſoft, but not quite ſo

4th. He was free from complaint, his 
throat was healed, and he recovered his 
ſtrength ſurpriſingly : I now took leave of 
him as a convaleſcent, and he has not alled 
Ince.

22, accuſtomed to live high; upon the 31 
of May, 1770, he aroſe, ſeemingly in good 
health, went to ſtool as uſual, and had a 
good appetite for his breakfaſt ; he went 
about his buſineſs, and had no complaint 
till three o'clock, when he found he had no 
appetite for his dinner, ſo took only a ba- 
ſon of ſoup. 
In the evening. I was ſent for to ſee him, 
and found his pulſe quick and very ſmall; 
he 
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he was now hot, from being before cold 
and chilly ; he had a conſiderable pain in 
his head, back, and ſhoulders; his throat 
alſo was fore; the tonſils enlarged, and of 
a dark purple colour, with a white ſpeck 
upon each of them of the ſize of the tranſ- 
verſe ſection of a muſtard ſeed : he had no 
fcknels at his ſtomach, nor pain nor ten— 
fon in his bowels. 1 ordered him to be 
put into a warm bed, his head and throat 
to be covered with flannel ; to drink freely 
of wine whey, to eat oranges at pleaſure, 
and every four hours to take a diaphoretic 
draught. 

June 1ft, The ſweat came on ſoon after 
he got into bed, and continued all night; 
the pulſe was flower, but more full; the 
pain of the head, back, and ſhoulders was | 
eaſier, but the throat was more {ſwelled and 
ſore; the ſpecks were now grown large | 
and numerous, but he ſwallowed a good 


deal of liquid nouriſhment, although with 
a good deal of pain.

The ſweat continued, and the fever 
was quite gone off; there only remained a 
foul tongue, ſome ſwelling, and ſeveral 
little prominent ulcers on both tonſils; the 
pain in ſwallowing was much diminiſhed. 
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As he had had no ſtool ſince he was taken 
ill, I ordered him to be purged with the 
ptiſan; and then take a draught every eight 
hours only; to increaſe the acid in his ſip- 
pings, and to uſe an acid gargle before he 
ſwallowed any thing. I allo ordered the 
ſloughs to be frequently touched with a 
hair pencil, dipped in the following linc- 
tus:

12 oranges after breakfaſt; he had ſome 
boiled fowl for dinner, and drank his uſual 
quantity of wine and water. 

5th. He was now quite well, but J for- 
bid his going into the open air for ſome 
days; for fear of checking the perſpiration 
too ſuddenly. 

There were many others about this time 
under my care, who recovered in the tame 
manner; from which I inter, that the 


violence of the diſtemper is owing to the 
habit 
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habit of the ſick at the time they are ſeized, 


and the manner of treatment at the very ; 
beginning, rather than to any peculiar ma- 
lignity in the contagious matter.

P.D. woman, regular and temperate in her man- 

ner of living; was ſeized with the true an- 

gina maligna. Upon the 8th of June, 1770, | 
| ſhe was immediately put on the diaphoretic | 
? method; but becauſe the weather was | 
: warm, ſhe could not ſubmit to be confined 
in bed during the day-time. The conſe- 
quence was, that although ſhe perſpired in 
the night, yet this perſpiration was ſtopped 
every morning; and the fever increaſed ſo 
much on the 10th as to become very ſeri- 
ous, when I firſt ſaw her. From that day, 
however, ſhe remained quiet in bed, and 
ſweated profuſely for 24 hours. On the 
12th, the was purged with the ptiſan: on 
the 15th, at night, ſhe had the natural re- 
turn of the catamenia, which proved quite 
critical; for the free gentle perſpiration 
continued without the aid of medicine, and 
ſhe was perfectly well in three days. Which

ſhe had been ſeized with the angina malig- 
na on the firſt of June, and treated in the 
antiſeptic method tor ſeven days; when ſhe 
was ſeemingly better, although none oi the 
ſymptoms were gone off. Upon the 3th, 
ſhe was taken out in a chariot in the middle 


of the day, for an airing, and thought ſhe 


was revived by it. At night, however, all 
the ſymptoms returned with double vio- 
lence, and increaſed the gth all day and 
night. Upon the Ioth, in the morning, 


ſhe was purged, and the acids increaſed in 
her ſippings, but to no purpoſe; for in the 


evening, when I firſt ſaw her, I found her 
pulſe irregular, ſmall, and excecding ſoft; 


her breathing was difficult, and attended 


with a diſagreeable wheczing; her noſe was 
ſtuffed, and diſcharged a fœtid, ichorous 
matter; ſhe could not ſpeak, nor ſwallow 
but with the utmoſt difficulty. I ordered 
ſome warm nouriſhment to be injected fre- 
quently in ſmall quantities by clyſter ; to

CASE XVIIL Ty explain the danger | 


of ſtopping the ſweat too ſoon. 


Mr. J. M. was very healthy to the age | 


of 40, when being ill- treated in a fever, he 
became hectic, and was in great danger of | 
his life for a conſiderable time; however, | 
by a proper regimen, and taking the ſpirit | 
of ſulphur, he recovered his uſual ſtate of 
health: upon the 14th of June 15770, he 
was ſeized with the angina e ; the 
fever was moderate, and he had no ſickneſs 
at his ſtomach nor pain in his bowels ; the 
tonſils indeed were very much {welled, and 
the ſloughs large and numerous, when I 
firſt ſaw him. 

He was immediately put to bed, and a 
plentiful ſweat brought on, which procured 
him great relief in 20 hours: but he became 
quite impatient, got out of bed, was ſhifted 

7 and 
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and dreſſed the following day at noon: on 
the 15th, at night, all the ſymptoms re- 
turned with violence; a large ſwelling ap- 
peared, with great pain in one of the paro- 
tid glands; and his ſkin was covered all 
over with a red miliary eruption. He was 
again put to bed, and the ſweat was brought 
on in a few hours, and kept up for 40 
hours; during which time he diluted very 
much with whey and acid liquors. By 
theſe means the fever was carried off in the 
uſual way, and he recovered in 7 days from 
the relapſe.

J. G n is a ſtrong hard working man, ca: o 3; 
about 40 years of age; in the beginning -. 


of June he was ſeized with a cold ſhiver- 
ing fit, ſucceeded by great heat and fever, 
with pain in his head and back; for which 
he was blooded immediately; a ſweat fol- 
lowed, and the fever ſubſided: his tongue 
however remained foul, his pulſe a little 
quick, and he complained of a diforder in 
his ſtomach all the next day; for which 
he took a briſk vomit : the following day 
the cold fit returned, ſucceeded by a hot 
ſit and ſweating, ſo that it evidently was a 
formed 
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formed and regular tertian : during the ſe- | 
cond interval he was purged gently ; but 
after the third fit he took a very briſk doſe | 
of phyſic, which carried off the ague alto- 
gether : however, he loſt a good deal of his 


fleſh and colour. 


In this ſituation he went to ſee his chil- 
dren, at that time ill of the angina maligna; 
which he caught of them. On the goth | 
of June he complained of great faintneſs, } 
loſs of ſtrength and ſpirits ; his pulſe was 
ſunk very much, his hands ſwelled, his | 
ſkin was covered with an cruption of the 
miliary kind; the tonſils were {ſwelled and 
covered with many ſpecks. He began the | 


diaphoretic medicines, drank a good deal 
of wine and lemon-Juice in all his fippings, 
and was kept conſtantly in bed; on the ad 
day the ſweat came on, and relieved him 
very much ; but ſtill the pulſe remained 
languid, and his ſpirits were depreſſed; the 
ulcers alſo continued to ſpread. A large 
bliſter was put all round his throat from 
ear to ear, the draughts and diet were con- 
tinued, and a camphor julep with ſpirit of 

ſea falt was given between the draughts. 
Theſe remedies were perſiſted in, with a 
reſtorative antiſeptic regimen, for 4 days; 
during all which time he perſpired freely. 
Upon the morning of the 7th day from 
the attack, he was purged with ries 
an 
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and then began the bark in large doſes, 
along with the acid mixture, which ſoon 
removed the whole fever, healed the ulcers, 
and reſtored his pulſe and appetite : but he 
was obliged to continue the bark and re- 
ſtoratives for a fortnight longer, before he 
recovered his uſual ſtrength and colour. 

Soon after this the putrid conſtitution 
began, and the angina maligna was blended 
with it, in the ſame way it had been the 
preceding year already deſcribed. About 
the end of Auguſt, however, it ſubſided 
conſiderably ; for although it began with 
griping and purging, yet, after one doſe of 
phyſic, theſe ſymptoms commonly went off; 
after which a ſalutary ſweat was readily 
brought on with great and good effect. 
One example will clear up this matter bet- 
ter than a long diſſertation.

which all yielded eaſily to a ſimilar treat- 
ment. In October, _ diſeaſe was not ſo 
COMMON, at leaſt 1 did not happen to meet 
with it ſo often; but it ſeemed to revive | 
again in December and ſeveral people ſuf- 
fered by it: upon the 13th of this month, 
I was ſent for to ſee a gentleman's ſon, at | 
a boarding {chool near town, which was 
then breaking up for the holidays; ſome | 


of the children had been ſent home ill, and | 


others fell ſick ſoon after they arrived at | 
their fathers houſes.

December 12, 1770, Maſter T d, a 
ſtrong healthy child, very luſty, and of 2 
3 5 complexion; early in the morning, 
he was ſeized with a ſmart cold fit, which 
laſted ſome hours, and was ſucceeded by 
a confider2ble degree of heat; he reſted 
very ill all that night, and rambled and 
ſtarted continually ; he could not eat any

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thing, but drank. a ——_ deal of very ſmall 411 
wine whey. | 
13th. I ſaw him at ſeven in the evening, 
and found his pulſe ſo quick that I could 
hardly count it; his eyes were greatly in- x 
flamed, his ſkin hot, and all over red; the b 
angles of the jaw much ſwelled, the ton- 
hls much enlarged and covered with many 
ſpecks ; but he had no ſickneſs at his ſto- 
mach, nor pain in his bowels ; nor was his 
tongue loaded, although it was white. 

I ordered fone blood to be taken from 1 
his arm, and to begin a diaphoretic courſe tif 
directly; but, if the ſweat did not come on 
before morning, to ſtupe his legs with flan- 
nels wrung out of hot oxycrate; at the 
ſame time to cover him up, to continue the 
[mall whey, and to add common oxymel to 
all his ſippings. 

14th. The medicines were given as di- 
reed all night, and the ſweat came on be- 
tore the ſurgeon came to bleed him ; he 
therefore was not blooded, but he drank 
plentifully, and continued to ſweat freely; 
bis pulſe was now greatly mended ; his 
head much relieved, his eyes leſs inflamed, 
"ne ſwellings round the jaw diminiſhed, 
us body was covered with an eruption with 
white heads, (purpura alba) the tonſils re- 
mained enlarged, but many of the ſloughs 
vere fallen off, which left the throat very 
P 2, tender 
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tender; he had a plentiful ſtool towards 
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morning. The ſame medicines were con- 


tinued, and I charged the nurſe to ſupply 


him plentifully with warm liquors, al- 
though he complained much of the pain in 
ſwallowing. 


15th. He drank plentifully during the 
night, and perſpired freely; he had two 
good ſtools alſo, but the eruption on the 
ſkin was more prominent, although the 
redneſs was not ſo great: the pulſe was 
much mended, the mouth and throat were 
pretty clean, but excoriated : he had ſome | 
appetite for food, and eat bread pudding ac- | 
cordingly. As the ſweat had given ſo much 
relief, and ſeemed to remove the malignity } 
of this formidable and contagious fever, I | 
thought it prudent to promote this evacu- | 
ation gently, and not to ſuffer his being 
taken out of bed; accordingly I wrote the | 


following preſcription for him:

On Friday ſhe was greatly ſtopped up, and 
ſpoke very much through her noſe, On 
the Saturday her voice was much inter- 
rupted, and ſhe rattled (or had rather a 
whizzing noiſe) in her breath: ſhe ſeemed 
ſtrangled, and notwithſtanding this, as ſhe 
ſwallowed well, they did not yet examine 
the throat. On Sunday the ſtrangling was 
accompanied with a ſuffocation; the fever 
increaſing every moment, they ent! in the 
evening for the houſe phyſician, who ad- 
viſed to bleed in the foot. On Monday the 
acceleration and increaſe of the fever deter- 
mined the phyſician to reiterate the bleeding 
in the foot twice in that morning: then they 
examined the throat, and found it full of 
whitiſh eſchars, which ſeemed to ſcale and 
peel off.

« Miſs Beaucley, aged 12 years and an | 
half, was taken, on Monday the 14th of | 
the ſame month, with a headach and ſore | 
throat: they intimated that ſhe had in the 
night ſome ſhivering fits: to the ſore throat 
was likewiſe added a cold in the head. The | 
family to whom ſhe belonged was appriſed | 
of it the ſame day, and ſhe was kept very | 
ſimple both as to diet and drink. On the | 
Tueſday there was obſerved a little feveriſn 
commotion, and her voice began to change, 
On the Wedneſday ſhe was in the ſame 
ſituation. On the Thurſday ſhe was bled 
in the arm, and the blood appeared quite 
melted (i. e. broken) and blackiſh 3 but 
from this appearance of the blood no dia- | 
gnoſtic can be formed of the diſeaſe; becauſe 


the patient had been for ſome months 


troubled with the green ſickneſs; and on 
this account perhaps it was, that ſhe was 
the more violently ſeized ; becauſe we know 
that very frequently the green ſickneſs is 
accompanied with a kind of hectic fever. 
On the Friday the patient was under a 
great dejection, (un grand abatement) with 
great difficulty in ſwallowing, a little cough. 

all 
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and a kind of rattling in the breaſt, like 
that made in the throat by gargling. With 
what rapidity did the gangrene proceed! 
on the Saturday the fever did not appear 
increaſed ; then her throat was examined 
for the firſt time; at which time they 
found the almonds and palate, or uvula, 
covered with whitiſh eſchars of a deadiſh 
appearance, and ſeemingly diſpoſed to looſ- 
en: they endeavoured to extirpate (ſeparate 
or take away) the gangrened fleſh. 

On Sunday the fever kept much as it 
was, without any increaſe or augmentation. 
At noon the patient was blooded in the 
foot: In the afternoon they were employed 
in endeavouring what they could to looſen 
from the bottom of the throat the gangre- 
nous floughs or eſchars. At ten o'clock that 
evening, "the patient had a great languor 
and weakneſs, followed by an univerſal 
cold, (I ſuppoſe our author means ſhiver- 
ing) all over her body, to which ſucceeded 
a violent fever. At midnight ſhe was blood- 
ed in the foot. At two o'clock they put 
on bliſters. At four bled her in the throat; 
then they tried again to ſeparate the gan- 
grened and dead from the live parts. On 
Monday, at noon, ſhe died. 


CASE 
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CASE m. 


« Miſs Dinlery! aged 13 years, was | 
taken, on Sunday the 2oth of the ſame | 
month, with a ſore throat, at four o'clock 
in the afternoon. A fright had ſeized her 
ſome days before; at 8 o'clock ſhe was bled | 


in the arm. Monday morning at 4 oclock, 


the bleeding in the arm was repeated: at 9 | 
o'clock they adviſed a bleeding in the foot, 
in hopes to ſtop the progreſs of a diſtem- | 
per, which with great reaſon appeared very | 
terrifying: the bleeding 1n the foot was 


reiterated at four o'clock in the afternoon, 
and again at eight at night. Tueſday, M. 
Vernage and M. Boyer again adviſed two 
more bleedings in the foot, notwithſtanding 
which the patient had a conſiderable bleed- 
ing at the noſe, and the pituitary mem- 
brane became gangrenous. They uſed 
gargles, the baſis of which was honey of 
roſes and ſpirit of vitriol. They acidulat- 
ed her drink a little with the ſpirit of ſul- 
phur; her broths were light, ſoft, and 
temperate. They applied different cata- 
plaſms, of the diſſolving, diſcuſſive, and 
emollient kind, to the throat, and above all 
ſwa lows-neſt: over and above the ordi- 
nary gargles, they made a digeſtive with 


ſpirit of turpentine, ſpirit of ſcurvy-grals, 
the 
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the collyrium of Lanfranc, and yolks of 
eggs, and touched the eſchars with a pled- 


get. They alſo ufed a gargle of the Bala- 
ruch waters: they tried theſe different re- 
medics. by turns, becauſe they obſerved, 
with much concern, that nothing in the 
leaſt ſtopt the progrefs of the gangrene, 


how ſharp or active foever, nor had, (by 


what they could perceive) any effect upon 
the ſick, nor was there any thing but the 
gargle of the juice of citrons, which ſeemed 
in the leaſt to rouſe Nature, or make her 
ſenſible of pain. On Wedneſday, the ob- 
ſlinacy of the ſymptoms, the bleedings at 
the noſe, and the ſtoppage therein, and the 
fever induced them again, for the 8th time, 
to bleed her in the foot: in the afternoon, 
unknown to the phyſicians, they gave her 
a potion compoſed of the confection of hy- 
acinth, the confection of alkermes, and 
ſyrup of lemons in ſome cordial waters. In 
the evening, the patient being juſt in ſatu 
quo, Meſſrs. Vernage and Boyer adviſed a 
vomit, which was taken 1n the night, with 
a view, by evacuating (or cleanſing) the 
lirſt paſſages, to leſſen the putrefaction. 
The evacuation was conſiderable upwards 
and downwards, and in what was brought 
off the ſtomach, there were ſeen floating, 
leveral pieces of eſchars, but the evacuation 
by ſtool was blackiſh : by this method they 

ſeemed 
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ſeemed to think her ſomewhat better, and 
the vomit was continued all Thurſday ; but } 
it was a chip in pottage, and to no pur- 
poſe. Thurſday evening, notwithſtanding 
the abundance of the humours evacuated, * 
the gangrene increaſed daily: one ſlough | 
or eſchar fell off, and another was obſerved Þ 
to ſucceed in the ſame place, and more ex- 
tended in breadth. When any one came 
near the ſick, they were ſeized with a a 
dreadful ſtench: from the two noſtrils there 
dropt a very ſharp and corroſive ſeroſity, 
(i. e. ichor). The tongue was neither dry, 
black, burnt, or parched, the ſick in perfect 
ſenſes, her eyes good, and in their natural 
ſtate: rather a vivacity than irregularity in 
the pulſe; the urine good, in large quan- 
tity, but crude. In this ſituation they tried 
the ſyrup of quinquina, (bark) to ſtop if 
poſſible the progreſs of the putrefaction; 


which medicine they continued on the Fri- 
day, rendering it ſomewhat purgative. On 
Saturday ſhe was ſo ſtopped up, that ſhe was 
ſcarcely heard when ſhe ſpoke : her ſmell 
was inſupportable, and, notwithſtanding all 
the bleeding, ſhe bled at different times (cr 
had different fits of bleeding) at her noſe. 
On Sunday, at ſix in the morning, ſhe died. 
N. B. It is worthy obſervation, that during 
the whole time ſhe ſwallowed well.

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CASE IV. 


« Miſs de Bonac the youngeſt, aged 2 
years and an half, appeared to be out of 
order upon Sunday the 2oth of October; 
ſhe had complained of a pain in her ear, 
(or the ear-ach) for two or three days: her 
nights were diſturbed and bad. At four 
oclock in the afternoon, ſhe had a little 
fever ; on the next day 1n the afternoon, 
in examining the bottom of the mouth, 
they perceived an aphtha or white ſpot on 
one of the almonds (or tonfils) ; and this 
was conſtantly obſerved, that in all thoſe 
that had the diſtemper, theſe ſpots appear- 
ed in 24 hours from the ſeizure, and ſpread 
inſtantaneouſly. She was bled in the arm, 
and on Tueſday the bleeding was repeated : 
On Wedneſday they gave her a vomit, and 
on Thurſday Kermes' mineral, the Friday 
a vomit. Notwithſtanding this, the diſeaſe 
gained ground in an inexpreſſible degree: 
the eſchars filled, and as it were choaked 
up the bottom of the throat, and were near 


of the colour of a piece of hog's lard: the 


reſt of the mouth was in a good ſtate, the 
tongue moiſt, the lips of a vermilion co- 
lour, the eyes very good, no delirium; 
walking about; aſking for victuals; ſwal- 
lowing eaſily; and as to ſtools, the ſame as

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in perfect health : they could never per- 
ſuade her to uſe any kind of gargle what- 


application of the cataplaſm of ſwallows- 


neſt, or even that which was moſt com- 
monly uſed of white bread and milk. She 


had the ſame bad ſmell as the ret: on Sa- 


turday they did nothing by way of remedy, 1 


and ſeemed to give the little patient up; 
and on Sunday, at one o'clock, ſhe died. 


On opening the corps, we found the uvula 
or palate eaten, the almonds ulcerated and 


ſchirrous, the lungs in part gangrened, and 


in part filled with a purulent lanies.

« Miſs Parquette, aged 12 years, ob- 
ſerved ſome heat in her throat. On Mon- 
day, the 21ſt of October, the palate was 
lengthened and hanging down: at nine 


o'clock at night, ſhe was bled in the arm: 
from the Tueſday morning, the aphthæ, 
or white ſpots, appeared on one of the 
glands or almonds : that ſame day ſhe was 
twice bled in the foot. Wedneſday, ſhe 
took a vomit, which operated largely both 
upwards and downwards, and in what was 
thrown up was obſerved ſome membranous

ever; nor any drink, whether ptiſan, le- 
monade, &c. nor would ſhe ſuffer the 
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and whitiſh ſubſtance, which ſwam: and 
this happened though the eſchars at the 
bottom of the throat appeared the ſame ; 
which gave room to believe they came from 
lower parts: The ſtools were black, and 
very fœtid. At night (or evening) the 
bleeding of the foot was reiterated, on ac- 
count of a bleeding at the nofe which hap- 
pened to her; yet was not the fever conſi- 
derable, nor the blood either coueneux, (by 
which he means, I ſuppoſe, concave in its 
ſurface) or inflamed ; but of a deep red, 
and little diſſolved, as was obſerved in all 
the reſt. On Thurſday they repeated the 
vomit, under the form of mineral waters, 
and with ſucceſs. On Friday they confined 
themſelves. to obſervation, preſcribing no- 
ching: ſmall beverages of lemonade, and 
broths, mixt with juice of aperitive and 
Y temperating herbs were employed: as for 
the reſt, not forgetting emollient clyſters 
and acid gargles, and diſſolving cataplaſms, 
as uſual. —On Saturday ſhe was purged 
with caſſia and manna : this medicine had 
great effect. The eſchars fell from the 
throat, and (contrary to the others) left no 
new ones to ſucceed : it 1s true indeed, that 
thoſe of this patient had been more ſuper- 
hcial than the others; nor did ſhe ſpeak 
through the noſe, neither did her noſe run 
ichor, like the others; and ſhe was of a

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very delicate conſtitution, and therefore, i in | 
conſequence, had leſs matter to invite or 
feed contagion. The uvula ſtill kept hang- |

well, and Monday ſhe was repurged with 
fuccels, whence they judged her in a mend-

declared ill on Monday the 21ſt of the ſame 
month. She had been indiſpoſed ſeveral

Fear ſeized 
her, and ſhe complained of a little heat at 
her throat: ſhe had no fever; but yet as 
ſhe was very fat and plethoric, ſhe was 
bled at the arm as ſoon as they could. In 
the night between Tueſday and Wedneſ- 
day, the diſeaſe ſhewed itſelf, and arrived 
at {uch a height, that on the Wedneſday 
morning, the eſchars or ſloughs, at the 
bottom of the throat, thoſe on the palate, 
uvula, and tonſils or almonds, were conſi- 
derable, and already whitiſh in their ap- 
pearance, with this difference though, that

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ſhe did not breath any fætor, and that her 
tongue (which in all the other patients 
were ſomewhat ſwelled at the bottom or 
towards the root) was not only much more 
ſo, but was otherwiſe remarkable for two 
or three ſuperficial ulcers, which daily eat 
through the outward ſkin of the tongue. 
On Wedneſday ſhe was bled in the foot, 
and a little after they gave her a vomit, 
and at night they bled her again in the 
foot. Hitherto, though the diſeaſe was 
pretty ſevere in the throat, there was no 
fever, or very little obſervable; but it now 
began to ſhew itſelf. On Tueſday the vo- 
mit was repeated, with intention not only 
to deſtroy the cauſe of ſo manifeſt a putre- 
faction; but alſo by the jolt pr ſhock of the 
action of vomiting, to looſen ſuch portions 
of the eſchars; which, though they ſeemed. 
fixed to nothing, yet were out of the reach 
of inſtruments, ſhould they have judged 
proper to have uſed them. The illneſs 
gained ground daily, with great rapidity : 
and then the little ſucceſs that bleedings or 
vomits had been of, made recourſe be had 
to other different remedies ; ſometimes giv- 
ing her treacle water, ſometimes the vola- 
tle ſpirit of vipers: and it was likewiſe 
thought proper to make a diverſion of the 
humor, towards the ſkin; to which end, 
viſters were applied to the nape of the 
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neck, on the Thurſday evening; and the | 
belly appearing ſwelled, though not pain- | 
ful, through extenſion, they tried to give 
On Fri- 
day morning, by the effect of that bliſter | 
which had eat into the ſkin, the throat ap- 
peared unſwelled, and there was a greater | 
freedom in ſwallowing; becauſe Miſs Jumul- | 
lac had ſome ſymptoms which none of the | 
reſt had; viz. that the almonds (or tonſils) | 
were ſwelled, that ſhe had pain in ſwallow- | 
ing, and that frequently even her drink | 
came up again through her noſe. On | 


it eaſe by a vomit, but in vain. 


Friday evening, they applied bliſters afreſh; 
becauſe that, from that afternoon, the ſkin 
being dried, afforded no more evacuation 
that way; and the fleſh coloured of a ſuſ- 


picious grey appearance. On Saturday the | 


bliſters were dreſſed, but ſhe hardly felt it. 
On Sunday, ſhe was extremely bad. Her 
breaſt began to be uneaſy ; nevertheleſs, 
they tried a vomit of ipecacuanna, which 
brought away ſome membranous appear- 
ances, but without any diminution of the 
ſymptoms, the violence of which had never 
been leſſened indeed by any remedy that 
had been tried. In effect, the putrefaction 
was fo general, that from the Saturday 
evening, . gangrenous ſpots appeared about 
the os ſacrum, and ſhe died in the night 
betwixt 2 and Wedneſday. Tom 
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the whole of the illneſs, ſhe had her ate 


perfect; no pain in the bead at all, nor 


any ſhivering, nor was her breath, when 
you came near her, ſo offenſive as the 
others; ; but ſhe was melted at leaſt half 
away, in this very ſhort time; ſo great was 
the putrefaction. 


« Miſs Bloſſac the elder, * 7 years 
and an half, was ſeized on Monday the 
21{t October, in the evening with a diſtaſte; 
ſhe had a very uneaſy and tumbling night: 
Tueſday morning I was ſent for by the fa- 
mily ; 1 found her a little feveriſh : I would 
have examined the throat, but the tongue 
was too much ſwelled (a ſymptom obſerv- 
able in all the reſt, but more in this patient) 
all that I could obſerve was, that the uvula 
was greatly elongated, and that the al- 
monds or tonſils were lightly covered with 
little white ſpots: the little creature ſaid, 
ſhe ſeemed as if her mouth was full. By 
my advice, in conſult with Mr. Boyer, ſhe 
was bled in the arm; her blood was black- 
Ih, and ſomewhat diſſolved ; her drink was 


currant or gooſeberry water, which was 


continued throughout the illneis. After 
noon the bleeding at her noſe, to which 
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ſhe was very ſubject, being returned, ſhe 
was bled in the foot, which was again re- 


peated in the evening, and again the Wed- 


neſday morning. After this third bleeding 
in the foot, we gave her a vomit, which 
did very well; notwithſtanding, in the 


evening we bled her again in the foot, for 
the 4th time, on account of a re-appearance 


of bleeding at the noſe. On Thurſday 


morning ſhe ſeemed diſpoſed to ſweat; I 
endeavoured to make the moſt of it, by 


giving her a ſpoonful of aromatic water, 


in a cup of broth: from this moment ſhe 


began to grow better and better. The 
ſwelling of the tongue decreaſed little by 
little, and the bottom of the throat ſeemed 
to cleanſe: the bleeding at the noſe re- 
turned no more, inſomuch that on Saturday 
morning I adviſed a ſoft medicine (I ſup- 
pole cathartic) which however was brought 
up again; and 1 diftinaly obſerved ſeveral 
pieces of membranous eſchars in what came 
up. On Sunday ſhe began to be well, 
though there remained a hoarſeneſs for five 
or {ix days, with a little fever towards 
evening; but however a proper regimen, 
and drinking gooſeberry water, finiſhed 
the cure. 

I believe the briſk bleedings, during 
the firſt days, greatly contributed to the 
curing this patient: however, it mult be 

allowed, 
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allowed, ſhe was not fo violently ſeized as 
the others were, that ſhe had leſs hidden 
putrefaction, and plus de developement

« Miſs Bloſſac the younger, aged ſix 
years and an half, was ſeized from Thurſ- 
day the 21ſt in the evening, at four o'clock 
in the afternoon, with a vomiting : I was 
called the Tueſday morning, and I per- 
ceived from that moment, in preſſing down 
the tongue, that the uvula was ſuddenly 
ſwelled, hanging down, and that there was 
on the right almond or tonſil a white ſpot, 
round the border of which was a deep red. 
After having informed myſelf with a par- 

El ticular hiſtorical detail of the two firſt pa- 
JI tients who died, I eaſily apprehended the 
exceſſive danger of the diſeaſe, and in con- 
ſequence, the very little hope there was to 
tlatter one's ſelf with, not only from the 
nature of the diſeaſe, but alſo from the ten- 
der age of thoſe whom it attacked, and the 
great difficulty of eſtabliſhing an efficacious 
method of cure. I defired a conſultation 
with Meſſrs. Vernage and Boyer, and we 
did nothing but in concert; and ſince that, 
eon the Tueſday morning, Miſs Bloſſac the 
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younger had been bled in the arm, the 
evening in the foot, the Wedneſday twice 


in the foot; we gave her a vomit, which | 
took no effect, either upward or down- | 
ward. On Thurſday we reiterated the | 
blecding in the foot: this laſt bleeding did 
not in the leaſt diminiſh the fever; but the 
diſeaſe ſeemed every moment to be more 
and more rapid in its progreſs : the emetic 
repeated did not act as an evacuant in the 


leaſt, nor had the reiterated clyſters any 


better ſucceſs. The bottom of the throat 
was in a dreadful condition, beſides that, | 
the white ſpots, or aphthæ, re-appeared | 
and ſpread themſelves deeply in the bottom 
of the throat, the edges of which were li- 


vid, and of a violet hue: the uvula was 


ulccrated ; the contagion reached the pi- 


tuitary membrane, and the left noſtril diſ- 
charged a clear and limpid ſeroſity (or 
ſerum) which had not the conſiſtence of 


pus till the 7th day of the diſeaſe. The 


belly remaining coſtive, and yielding to no 
remedy, fearing (with a great deal of rea- 
ſon) leſt a fever ſhould be ſuperinduced by 
the ſtoppage of the faecal matter, and the 
quantity of putrefaction, already ſufficient- 
ly great, ſhould be enlarged, we ordered a 
purge ſomewhat more active, which was 
the root of jalap, to the quantity of twelve 
grains for a doſe ; nor indeed could I ever 


Purge 
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purge (for the moſt part) any of the deceaſed 
in any other manner. This purged her two 
or three times, and made the firſt evacua- 
tion of the diſeaſe, though it was now the 
oth day. The little ſucceſs that had at- 
tended bleeding, eſpecially in regard to the 
gangrenous ulcers, engaged me to apply 
bliſters to the nape of the neck, in order to 
draw off (if poſſible) that ſharp humour, 
which corroded the almonds or tonſils. 
The bliſters rendered the ſkin red, (I ſup- 
pole inflamed the part) and took great ef- 
tet; and it appears to me, that when this 
method, that is, bliſtering, does not red- 
den the ſkin, they are inefſicacious for the 
moſt part, even though they raiſe bliſters. 
On the 7th day, by the advice of Mr. Ver- 
nage, we gave ſome ipecacuanna, which 
vomited our patient, and made her diſ- 
charge ſeveral membranes and fragments 
of eſchars : but it muſt be obſerved not- 
withſtanding, that there did not appear 
fewer at the bottom of the throat. In the 
evening, every thing ſeemed worle and 
worſe : in this extremity they told me, that 
camphire had been employed in a ſimilar 
caſe, with ſucceſs, by a phyſician at Pro- 
vence. I immediately embraced the pro- 
polition, and the more, by reaſon that I was 
ſtrongly induced thereto, by the example 
of ordinary gangrenes, where experience 
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confirms its uſefulneſs. I gave her eight 
grains, in an ounce of oil of ſweet almonds, | 


The fever which increaſed, in the evening 


ſeemed calmer, and leſſened after ſhe had 
taken the camphire, and ſhe ſlept; and in 
lieu of the ſeroſity that diſcharged from the 
noſtril, there appeared, the next day, a be- 
ginning ſuppuration. I adviſed the repeat- 
ing the camphire twice a day; and it was | 
ſo till the zoth day of the diſeaſe. Soon | 
after the eſchars were diminiſhed, the 
tongue un{welled, the palate or uvula diſ- 
charged or put off a ſlough, at different 
times. In ſhort, on the 2oth day of the 


diſeaſe, I thought the patient out of, dan- 


ger: the ſuppuration diſcontinued ; ſhe | 


blowed her noſe leſs, and there appeared 
nothing but a few ftreaks of blood, mixed 
with the mucus of the noſe. 

“ But on the 24th, the fever having 
increaſed, I oblerved a tumour under the 
right ear, and under the jaw a lonely tu- 
mour, by itſelf, and ſeparate from the pa- 
rotid glands, painful, and of the ſize of a 
pigeon's egg. I thenceforward looked on 
this tumor as critical; and in conſequence, 
that it was proper to determine it, by all 
forts of methods for ſuppuration. But the 
parents earneſtly deſiring the diſcuſſion of 
it, I was conſtrained to put upon the tu- 
mor only greaſy wool, camphire, oil, and 
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laſtly, diabotanum, which, in 15 days time, 
entirely diſſipated the tumor. It is true, 
that during that time, beſides the camphire 
and oil, (of which I increaſed or dimi- 
niſhed the doſe, as need required, and ac- 
cording to the circumſtances) I often gave 
her a grain of Kermes-mineral, in Spaniſh 
wine; ſometimes purging with ipecacu- 
anna, ſometimes with jalap, ſometimes 
with manna, Cc. The patient did not 
begin, or ſeem to be quite free, and out of 
danger, till the 45th day of the diſeaſe, 
having always a pain in expreſſing herſelf, 
ſpeaking through the noſe, by reaſon of 
the fallen uvula. I have ſince been adviſed, 


that for two months together, they gave. 


her, in order to leſſen the diſagreeable (na- 
zillonement) ſpeaking through the noſe, a 
little camphorated brandy, with equal parts 
of lukewarm water, to draw up (or fume) 
her noſe, and ſhe uſed this remedy with 
pleaſure. It is worth obſerving that the 
patient was reduced to a ſkeleton. (Dun 
maigreur affreuſe ). 

Thus out of eight patients, two periſh- 
ed before their diſeaſe was known, till it was 
paſt remedy. Out of the other ſix, three 


died, quite overcome by the ſtrength of the 


diſeaſe, and three recovered. 
From the 21ſt day of the month, they 
engaged the parents of all the children, 
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that were then in health, to take them 
home. The eldeſt Miſs Bonac was taken 
ill of the diſeaſe at home, and was cured. 
All that I know of the remedies employed 
for her, were, bliſters to the neck and legs, 
and that ſhe was vomited, but loſt very 
little blood. 

5 I have ſince learned, that this patient, 
after the 40th day of the diſeaſe, ſpoke 
very much through her noſe, became 


ſquint-eyed, and deformed ; but that as the | 
grew ſtronger. ſhe allo regained, day by
